9,. by his majelty in 
council, ordered to be prorogued to 
Thurfday, Dec. 1, when it affembled 
accordingly, and his majelty opened 
the feilion with a molt gracious {peech 
from the throne, which the reader may 
fee in this Magazine for laft year, p. 
703. Inanfwer to this f{peech both

-addreffes as ufual : That of the houfe 
of lords was moved for by the Earl of 
AVorthumberland, whofe motion was | 


feconded by the Earl of Pomfret. The 


form of the addrefs propofed by them 
was objected to by the Earl of /Ve/- 
moreland, but was agreed to by a ma- 
jority; and the addrefs drawn up in 
purfuance thereof, and approved by 
the houfe, was as follows. 


Moft gracious Sovereign, 


E your majefty’s moft dutiful 
and loyal fubjects, the lords 
fpiritual and temporal in parliament 
affembled, beg leave to return your 
majefty our humble thanks for your 
mot gracious {peech from the throne, 
The concern which you are pleafed 
to exprefs for the difappointments that 
have unhappily attended fome of the 
mea{ures formed by your majelly this 
year, for carrying on the jolt war in 
which we are engaged, isa frefh mark 
of your paternal regard for the welfare 
of your people, and for the glory of 
this kingdom. 

The teltimony which your majelty 
has, at the fame time, given to the f{pi- 
rit and bravery of this nation, and the 
ardent zeal of your parliament to re- 


trieve thele misfortunes, is a proof of 
D 3 the 
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the jultice done by your royal mind 
to our principles and fentiments, and 
the pieateft encouragement to perfe- 
vere in them. 

Affected therefore, as we are, with 
thefe events, we are not difcouraged ; 
but we fincercly promife your moyelty 
our hearty concurrence, and moit vi- 
gorous affiitance, in accomplifhing, un- 
der the protection of Divine Provi- 
dence, your wife sad gracious inten- 
tions for our defence and fafety at 
home, and for recovering and iecuring 
the rigbts and poffefions of your 
crown and fubjects in America, and 
elfewhere; particularly by the utmoit 
exertion of that effential part of our 
ftrength, your naval force. 

The prefervation of the proteftant 
religion, and the liberties of Europe, 
ought never to be forgotten by us. Of 
this pure religion, and thefe invalua- 
ble liberties, Great- Britain has, in atl 
times, been a principal bulwark ; and 
¢annot fail to continue fo, under your 
majefty’s aufpicious reign. 

As the late fignal fuccefs in Germa- 
my fills us with unfeigned joy, fo it 
animates our hopes to fee this glori- 
ous caufe revive: And we do with e- 
qual thankfulnefs and fatisfaction, ac- 
knowledge your majelty’s generous de- 
claration, that, for the fake of it, you 
will decline no inconveniencies. 

To defend your majefty agsinft all 
your enemies, to fupport your honour 
and real interefts, and to {trengthen 
your hands, are our indifpenfable du- 
ty. It fhall alfo be our endeavour, to 
improve this fuccels to the molt ufeful 
purpofes ; and to exest ourfelves in 
Jupporting your goed ally the king of 
Prufia, whofe magnanimity and un- 
exampled firmnels are fo evident to all 
the world, and of fuch great utility to 
the common caufe, 

We have fern with the utmoft ab- 
horrence, that fpirit of diforder and 
riot which has fhewn itfelf of late a- 
mong the common people We are 
fenfible that ic is inconfiftent with all 

government, an neceffary to be re- 
formed and fuppreflad. Nothing halt be 
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wanting on our part, for this falutary 
pupofe; and to enforce and add 
{trength to the laws and lawful authority 
on which the liberty and property of the 
meancft, as well as of the chief of 
your fubdjeéts depend. 

Your majelty’s kind admonition of 
the neceflity of union and harmony a- 
mong ourfelves, is highly worthy of 
the common father of your people: 
We will always have it before our 
eyes. And we give your m.jefty the 
ftrongeft affurances, that our loyalty 
and good affe@tions to your majetty, 
and your royal family, of which we 
have, on all occafions given real 
proofs, are never to be fhaken or di- 
minifhed. ‘Fhe prefervation of your 
facred perfon, the ftability of your go- 
vernment, and the coutinuance of the 
proteftant fucceflion in your illuftrious 
houfe, wilkever be moft dear to us, 
and effential to the happinefs of all 
your people. 

This addrefs was the next day pre- 
fented, and his majefty’s moft gracious 
anfwer was as follows. 


My Lords, 


Othing could poflibly give me 
greater fatisfaétion, than this 
very dutifol and affectionate addrefs. 
I heartily thank you for it ; and make 
no doubt but the zeal and vigour 
which you fo feafonably exprefs in this 
critic. conjunétare, will have the beft 
effeéts both at home and abroad. 

The addrefs of the boufe of com- 
mons was moved for by the lord vifc. 
Rovfion, feconded by the lord North, 
and fapported by the lord Milton ; 
and tho’ fome of our late meafures 
were objected to by Mr alderman 
Beckford, et as nothing was faid a- 
gainit the Site of the addrefs propo- 
fed, the motion, and the addrefs drawn 
up in purfuance thereof, was agreed to 
nem. con. and prefented on the third ; 
which addrefs, with his majefty’s 20- 
fwer, the reader may fee in this Mag2- 
zine for faft year, p. 70s.

an addrefs, had fhewn their regard for 
their fovercign, their next care was to 
fhew their regard for the people, which 
they immediately did, by relolving 
nem. con. that the houfe would next 
morning refolve itielf into a commit- 
tee of the whole houfe, to take into 
confideration certain Jaws made in the 
Jaft feffion of parliament, to prohibit 
the exportation of corn, malt, meal, 
flour, bread, bifcuit, and ftarch; to 
cifcontinue the duties upon corn and 
flour imported, and upon corn, grain, 
meal, bread, bifcuit, and flour, taken 
from the enemy ; and to prohibit the 
making of low wines and fpirits trom 
wheat, barley, malt, or any other fort 
of grain, or from any meal or flour ; 
and alfo certain claufes in an aét made 
in the fame feflion, whereby the im- 
portation of corn and flour was per- 
mitted to be made into Great Britain 
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and Jreland, in neutral fhips, and 
wheat, barley, oats, meal, or flour, 
were allowed to be tranfported ro the 
Ihe of Man, during the times therem 
ref{pectively limited. 

But I fhail fufpend giving an account 
of what was done in contequence of 
this refolution, until after 1 have gi- 
ven an account of the two important 
committees of fupply, and of ways and 
means. Asto the former, it having 
been in the ufaal method retolved, that 
a fupply thould be granted to his ma- 
jefly ; on the 7th the houfe, accord- 
ing to order, refolved itfelf into a 
committee of the whole houfe, to cone 
fider of the fupply granted to his ma- 
jefty, which committee was continued 
trom that day, until Jaze 9, in which 
time they came to the following refo- 
Jutions, which were agreed to by the 
houfe, viz.

This laft grant, and the unlimited 
application thereof, thus left to the 
crown, is a manifeft proof of the great 
confidence fo defervedly placed by-par- 
liament in ovr prefent fovereign. 
When the act of fettlement was naffed, 
towards the end of King William’s 
reign, our parliaments were fo jealous 
of the crown’s influence upon our jud- 
ges, that it was made, and {till {tands, 
an exprefs claufe in that aé&, That the 
judges commiffions fhould be guam 
diu fe bene geferint, and that their fa- 
laries fhould be eftablifhed. But now 
we fee the parliament granting in one 
year to the crown, a fum of t1,450 1. 
to be applied in augmentation of thofe

It may alfo by fome be thought, that 
the expence of our ¢xpeditions to 7

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coalt of France, ovght to be reckoned 
as applitd to the fame ufe; becaufe 
the chief defign of them is to prevent 
its being in the power of France, to 
fend fuch numerous armies into Ger- 
many: Whereasif the fame money had 
been employed in an expedition to the 
French {agar iflands, with the addition 
of proper engineers and a proper train 
of artillery, we might have more ef- 

fectually diftreffed our enemy,and might 
probubly have added to the dominions 
and the trade of Great-Britain; be- 
fide having had it in our power to 
confer a very great favour upon the 
Spaniards, by reftoring them to the 
polleffion of the whole ifland of St Do- 
mingo, no partof which they oughtever, 
by the treaty of Utrecht, to have al- 

Jowed the French to poflefs themfelves 
of ; for by the 8th article cf the fad 
treaty, the king of Spain is obliged, 
never to alienate to the Freze/, or any 

other nation, any territory, or any 

part of any territery, belonging to 

Spaizin America; and tho’ no exprefs 

alienation has as yet heen made, yet 

his allowing the French to keep quiet 

polleflion of the beft part of that ifland, 

as certainly aviolation of this article.

Extra of a Letter from Major-Gene- 
ral Abercromby to the Kight Hon. 
Mr Secretary Pitt, dated at Camp, 
at Lake George July 12, 1758. 


HE embarkation of the artil- 

lery, {tores and provifions be- 

ing completed on the evening 
of the gth inftant, next morning at 
break of day the tents were {track, 
and all the troops, amounting to 6367 
regulars, officers, light infantry and 
rangers included, and 9024 provinci- 
als, including officers and batteau men 
embarked in about 900 batteaux, and 
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135 whale boats, the artillery, to co. 
ver our landing, being mounted on 
rafts. 

At five in the evening, reached 
Sabbath Day Point (25 -miles down 
the Jake) where we halted till ten, 
then got under way again, and pro- 
ceeded to the landing place (a cove 
leading to the French advanced guard) 
which we reached early next morning 
the 6th. 

Upon our arrival, fent out a recon- 
noitring party ; and, having met with 
no oppofition, landed the troops, form- 
ed them in four columns, regulars in 
the center, and provincials on the 
flanks, and marched towards the ene- 
my’s advanced guard, compofed of one 
battalion, pofted in a logged camp, 
which, upon our approach, they defert- 
ed, firft fetting fire to their tents, 
and deftroving every thing they could: 
but as their retreat was very preci- 
pitate, they left feveral things behind, 
which they had not time either to 
burn or carry off. In this camp we 
likewife found one prifoner and a dead 
man, 

The army in the foregoing order 
continued their march through the 
wood, on the /e/? fide, with a de- 
fign to invelt Ticonderoga; but the 
wood being very thick, impaflable with 
any regularity to fuch a body of men, 
and the guides unfkilful, the troops 
were bewildered, and the columns 
broke, falling in one upon another. 

Lord Howe, at the head of the right 
center column, fupported by the light 
infantry, being advanced, fell in with 
a French party, fuppofed to confilt of 
about 400 regulars, and a few /ndians, 
who had likewife loft themfelves in 
their retreat from the advanced guard; 
of thefe our flankers killed a great 
many, and took 148 prifoners, 2 
mong whom were five officers and 
three cadets, 

But this {mall fuccefs coft us very 
dear, not as to the lofs of numbers, 
for we had only two officers killed, 
but as to confequence, his lordthip 
being the firit man that fell in this 
dit fkirmifh 5 
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frirmifh; and as he was, very de- 
fervedly, univerfally beloved and re- 
fpected throughout the whole army, it 
is ealy to conceive the grief and con, 
fternation his untimely fall occafioned ; 
for my part, I cannot help owning 
that.J felt it moft heavily, and lament 
him as fincerely.

unanimous in their reports, that the 
French had 8 battalions, fome Canadi- 
ans and colony troops, in aa about 
6000, encamped before their fort, who 
were’ intrenching themfelves, and 
throwing up a breaft-work, and that

Upon his return, and favourable re- 
port of the practicability of carrying 
thofe works, if attacked before they 
were fin:dhed, it was agreed to ftorra 
them thet very day : Accordingly the 
rangers, ight infantry, and the right 
wing Of provincials, were ordered im- 
mediately to march and poft them- 
felves in a line, out of cannon (hot 
of the intrenchments; the right ex- 
tending to Lake George, and their left 


to Lake Champlain, in order that the. 


regular troops, deftined for the attack 
of the intrenchments, might form on 
their rear, 

_ The picquets were to begin the at- 
tack, fultained by the grenadiers, and 
they by the battalions: the whole were 
ordeied to march up brifkly, rufh upon 
the enemy’s fire, and not to give theirs, 
until they were within the enemy’s 
breaftwork. 

After thefe orders iffued, the whole 
army, except what had been left at 
the landing- place to cover the batteanx 
and whale-boats, and a provincial re- 
giment at the faw-mill, were put in 
motion, and advanced to Ticonderoga, 
where they unfortunately found the 
intrenchments, not only much ftrong- 
er than had been reprefented, and the 
brealt-work at lealt eight or nine feet 
high; but likewife the ground before it 
covered with fell’d trces, the branches 
pointed outwards, which fo fatigued 
and retarded the advancing of the 


troops, that notwith{tanding all their _ 


intrepidity and bravery, which I cannot 
fufficiently commend, we fuftained fo 
confiderable a lofs, without any profpect 
of better fuccefs, that it was no longer 
prudent to remain before its and it 
was therefore judged neceffary, for the 
.prefervation of the remainder of fo 
,many brave men, and to prevent a total 
defeat, that we fhould make the belt re-

RITAIN was in her own mot 
jult defence forced into the pre- 
_fent war with France. It was but na- 
tural for her to look ont for allies a- 
mongit the powers united to us by the 
ties to mutual intereft or good offices. 
At the head of thefe flood the Queen of 
Hungary : Unhappily her pofiton was 
too critical with refpect both to France 
and to Prufia, for her to declare for 
us. France-would have eafily enga- 
_ ged Prujia to join with her, which 
would have produced a more formida- 
ble union, that even that of Au/ffria 
with France. It was faid, befides, that 
on our firft overture, fhe had required 
too exorbitant a confideration for her 
joining with us. This is far from im- 
probable: The houfe of du/ria was 
never célebrated for its moderation to- 
wards us on that head. 

Our court however, fenfible of the 
delicacy of the Queen of Hungary's fi- 
tuation refpective to Prufia, was, or 
feemed fatisfied with her excufe. It 
proceeded next to negotiate the march 
ofa Rufian army intoGermany, The 
propofal was eagerly accepted. That 
court had not only forafix’d obje@, the 
getting a footing im the empire, but 
the Czaring herfelfibad entertained a 
perfonal animofity agaipft the King of 
Profia. This mar¢h was concerted to 
xover Hapoyer, and take away the 

of Hang ary’sapprehenfiqns from 
the king of Prufiz. ‘This: prince got 
notice of the treaty: Ifhe dreaded any 
power, it was Aufiz. He knew its 
views upon thole of his dominions 
stbat day) the maft convenient for igs in- 
waliqgn. He knew that iss ftandin 
axjm is to take and bold. He coul 
think of no better expedient than offer- 
iwg Wis alliance 10 has Britannickh ma- 
jelty, the principal cosdition of which 
was to keep gut all foreign troops 
#rom entering ahe empire, in which 
the Fracch were principally meant, 
though pot Specifically named. 
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There exilted two reafons for accept- 
ing this offer; built on two very po- 
werful motives, hope and fear. ope, 
that, Jying fo much nearer and more 
convenient for covering Hanover, that 
point would be better provided for, 
than by the alliance with Ru fia: Fear, 
that on a rejection of his propelal, 
Hanover might fufter, as he was very 
capable of fecving it in the fame min- 
ner, as he has done Sgxony fince. 

Our court came aceordingly into his 
propofals ; this implicitly annulled the 
material part of Luff of the treaty fo 
recently made with it. The Czarina 
cquid not but think berfelf grofly tri 
fied with, and refented it.accordingly. 

The embroiling us then with #u/ia, 
with the ,.Empreis-queen, and, in its 
confequences, with almoft ail Lurope, 
was evidently the confequence of that 
treaty of ours with Prufia in Februa- 
ry, 1756. : 

After confidering and fhewing that 
no benefit accrued to Britgix or to 
Hanover from his Prufian majelty’s 
difpofitions tp abferve this treaty, the 
aythor proceeds to fet forth our do- 
meftick {tate. 

Minorca infamoufly loft, the unprof- 
perous events in America, and indeed 
the general mifmanagement ef affairs, 
without ordsr,. without fvftem, with- 
out dignity, naturally alarmed the na- 
tion for the gonfequences. The info- 
lence ofthe Freuch had fwelled in pro- 
portion to our weaknelles ; and they 
who, notdong before, had not ferupled 
to compare gs to the antient Romans, 
now began to hold ys as cheap as the 
modern ones. Our natural friends 
were grown cold agd indifferent to- 
wards us. 4 miferable neglect, or at 
belt a-faint perfug@ory management of 
the national intereft—could not well 
tempt ather powers to connect with us 
In thort, ehe balance: of the public opi- 
non, both at home and abroad was 
campletely again us, Such.a ftuati- 
oa could net but jawaken Britain. 
Her &rft emotions were thofe of fo vio- 
lent an ipdignation againft the ayhore

of it, 48 to fufpend even her exertion 
towatds providing a temiedy. This’ 
{tate of aftonifiinient or ftapor the 
Fréich miltook for feat of defporidence. 
At firlt, indeéd, the nation imagined 
hérfelf weak, only becaufe her ‘power 
had béen weakly adminiftered, and that 
fhe had not fora long time feen fo 
much as an attempt at 4 jult difpenfa- 
tion of hér ftrength. She had very rea- 
fonably indeed loft her patience, but 


nothing of her courage, even tho’ num~ 


bér$ had laboured to ittduce a total 
defpair, atid by dint of telling the pub- 
lick that it was already ruinéd, had al- 
nidft perfuaded' it that it was fo. - To 
thé nation then under her prefent irk- 
fome fenfations of fhame for the paft, 
and of apprehenfions for the future, it 
was a kind of relief from them to hope 
better things from a change of admi- 
niftration: All ranks, all conditions 
groaned for it, not excepting even the 
undetlings in offices, all incurious as 
they gtnerally are about Who ocupy 
the places above them, fo they do but 
Hold theirs; the dogs in the ftreet 
fcatcé more indifferent about what hand 
throws a bone to them, or about the 
dirt in the midft of which they find it. 
Nothing could more invincibly prove 
the uniform fenfe of the nation, 

Our niisfortunes, our difgraces, had 
préecifely a contrary effe& to what the 
miffionaties of timidity and defpair had 
expected of to what the like would 
have probably operated on our good 
neighbotrs the Freach. Whoever 
knows that nation, muft know, that 
evén the {malleft réverfes of Fortune 
Yoon damp and deject them; but a 
Britifh {pirit the greateft rather ani- 
inate. Itis with Britons in politics, 
2s it is in the field, theit courage en- 
creafes with their wounds. 

The author pretends to fhew that 
our joining with the Prafians was for 
the advantage of neither.

“* oufly made, and fo infolently main- 
* tained, and to reprefs that power

“In the beginning of June the 
“fhips of war, and vellels containing

“ture, that art was almoit fuperfluous, 
“Cand fo fortificd by art as if nature 
“ had left it open. The Frezch boalt- 
“ ed that it was impregnable, and {poke 
“¢ with fcorn of all attempts that could 
“be made againit it. The garrifon 
was numerous, the ftores cqual to 
** the longelt ficge, and their engineers 
*¢ and commanders high in reputation. 
“The mouth of the harbour was fo 
‘narrow, that three fhips within 
“might eafily defend it againft all at- 
“Stacks from the fea. The French 
“had, with that caution which cow- 
** ards borrow from fear, and attribute 
“to policy, eluded our fleets, and fent 
** into that port five great fhips and fix 
' fmaller, of which they funk four in

“the mouth of the paffage, having 


“ railed batteries, and pofted troops at 
“all the places, where they thought 
“« it poflible to make a defcent. The 
“ Engli/h, however, hod more to dread 
** from the roughnefs of the fea, than 
“* from the fkill or bravery of the de- 
“fendants. Some days pulled before 
“the furges, which rife very high 


«© round that ifland, would fuffer them 


“to land; at Jaft their impatience 


“could be reftrained no longer ; they 
‘¢ got polleflion of the fhore with lit- 
< tle lofs by the fea, and with lefs by 
“the enemy. In a few days the ar- 
‘¢ tillery was landed, the batteries were 
6 raifed, and the French had no other 
‘‘ hopes than to efcape from one poft 
“to another. <A fhot from the bat- 
“teries fired the powder in one of 
“ their largelt fhips, the flames f{pread 
“ to the two next, and all three were 
“‘ deltroyed ; the Lxg/i/h admiral fent 
“‘ his boats again{t the two large fhips 
‘¢ yet remaining, took them without 
“ refiflance, and terrified the garrifon 
“to an immediate capitulation.” 

Let us now oppofe to this Eng/i/h 
narrative, the relation which will be 
produced about the fame time, by the 
writer of the Ave of Louis the Fif- 
teenth. 

‘“‘ About this time the Engli/p ad- 
“ mitted to the conduét of affairs, a 
‘man .who undertook to fave 
* from deftruction that ferocious and 
“turbulent people, who, from the 
‘mean infolence of wealthy traders, 
** and the lawlefs confidence of {uc- 
“* cefsful robbers, were now funk in 
*‘ defpair and ftupified with horror. 
** He called in the thips which had been 
“difperfed over the ocean to guard 
“their merchants, and fent a fleet and 
‘* an army, in which almoft the whole 
“ flrength of Exgland was compriled, 
* to fecure their poffeflions in Aueri- 
“ ca, which were endangered alike by 
“* the French arms and the Freach vit 
** tue. We had taken the Englith 


. fortrefles by force, and gained the 


“¢ Indian nations by humanity. The 
“ Englifh, wherever they come, ate 
“ fure to have the natives for their ¢- 


-“nemies ; for the only motive of theit 


“ fettlements is avarice, and the only 
* confequence of their fuccefs is op 
“prefion. In this war they adied 
“like otRer barbarians, arid, with a 
** degree of outrageous cruclty, which 
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«“ fuffer us to conceive, offered rewards 
“ by open proclamation to thofe who 
“ fhould bring in the fcalps of /ndian 
«© women and children. A trader al- 
“ ways makes war with the cruelty of 
“4 pirate, 

“‘ They had long looked with envy 
“ and with terror upon the influence 
“which the French exerted over all 
“ the northern regions of America by 
“the pofleflion of Louisbourg, a place 
“ naturally {trong, and new fortified 
“with fome flight outworks. : They 
“hoped to furprize the parrifon uon- 
“provided; but that fluggifhnefs 
“which always defeats their malice, 
“ gave us time to fend fupplies, and to 
‘* ftation fhips for the defence of the 
“harbour, They came before Louis- 
““bourg in June, and were: for fome 
“time in doubt whether they fhould 
‘land. But the commanders, who 
‘¢ had Iately feen an admiral beheaded 
** for not having done what he had 


_ not power to do, durft not leave the 


“* place unaffaulted. An Englifbman 
“has no ardour for honour, nor zeal 
“‘ for duty; he neither values glory 
** nor loves his king, but balances one 
“6 danger with another, and will fight 
‘* rather than be hanged. They there- 
“fore landed, but with great lofs; 
“ their engineers had, in the laft war 
“* with the French, learned fomething 
* of the miilitary fciences, and made 
** their approaches with fufficient_{kill, 
“* but all their efforts had been with- 
“* out effect, had not a ball unforta- 
** nately fallen into the powder of one 
*‘ of our fhips, which communicated 
“* the fire to the reft, and by opening 
“ the paflage of the harbour, obliged 
“‘the garrifon to capitulate. Thus 
“was Louishourg loft, and our troops 
“ marched out with the admiration of 
“ their enemies, who durft hardly think 
“* themfelves matters of the place.” 
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HE rainy weather, which has con- 
tinued the lait month, is faid 
to have given great difturbance to the 
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infpectors ofbarometers. The oracu- 
lous glaffes have deceived their vota- 
ries ; fhower has fucceeded fhower, 
though they predicted funthine an. dry 
fkies; and by fatal confidence in thefe 
fallacious promifes, many coats have 
loft their glofs, and many curls been 
moiftened to flaccicity. 

This is one of the diftrefles to which 
mortals fubjec&t themfelves by the pride 
of fpeculation, I had no part in this 
learned difappointment, who am con- 
tent to credit my fenfes, and believe 
that rain will fall when the air black~ 
ens, and that the weather will be dry 
when the fun is bright. My caution 
indeed does not always preferve me 
from a fhower. To be wet niay hap- 
pen to the genuine /d/er, but to be 
wet in oppofition to theory, can befall 
only the /d/er that pretends to be bu- 
fy. Of thofe that {pin out life in tri- 
fles and die without a memorial, many 
flatter themfelves with high opinions 
of their own importance, and imagine 
that thev are every day adding fome 
improvement to human Jife. To be 
idle and to be poor have always been 
reproaches, and therefore every man 
endeavours to hide his poverty from 
others, and his idlenefs from him- 
felf, 

Among thofe whom I-never could 
perfuade to rank themfelves with/dlers, 
and who {peak with indignation of my 
morning fleeps and noéturnal rambles 5 
one pafles the day in catching {piders 
that he may count their eyes with a 
microfcope ; another ereéts his head 
and exhibits the duft of a marygold 
feparated from the flower with a dex- 
terity worthy of Leeuwenhoek himfelf. 
Some turn the wheel of electrity, fome 
fufpend rings to a loadf{tone, and find 
that what they did yelterday they can 
do apain to day. Some regilter the 
changes of the wind, and die fully con- 
vinced that the wind is changeable. 

There are men yet more profound, 
who have heard that two colourle's li- 
‘quors may produce a colour by union, 
and that two cold bodies will grow hot 


if they are mingled: they mingle them, 
3 F and 
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and produce the effeat expected, fay it 
is {trange, and mingle them again. — 

The /dlers that {port only with in- 

animate nature may claim {ome indul- 
gence ; ifthey are ufetefs they are itill 
innucent: but thee are others, whom 
I know not how to mention, without 
more emotion than my love of quiet 
will:naly admits. Among the inferior 
profeifors of medical knowledge, is a 
race of wretches, whole lives are only 
varied by varieties of cruclty ; whofe 
favourite amufement is to nail dogs to 
tables and open them alive; to try 
how Jony life may de continsed in va- 
riousdegrees of mutilation, o: with the 
excifion or laceration of the vital parts; 
toexamine whether burning irons are 
felt more acutely by the bone or tendon; 
and whether the more lafting agomtes are 
produced by poifon forced into the 
mouth or injected into the veins. 
. It is not without rejuctonce that I 
offend the fenfibility of the ender mind 
with images: like thefe. If tuch cruel- 
ties were not praétifed, it were to be 
defired, that they fhould not beconcei- 
wed, but {ince they are publifhed every 
day with oftentation, let me be allowed 
ence:to mention them fince I mention 
them with abbhhorrence. 

Mead has- invidioufly remarked of 
Woodward that he gathered fhells and 
ftones, and would pafs for a philo- 
fopher. With pretenfions much lefs 
reifonable, the anatomical novice 
tears out the living bowels of an ani- 
mal and [tiles himielf phyfician, pre- 
pares himfelf by familiar cruelty for 
that profefion which he is to ex- 
ercile upon the tender.and the help- 
leis, upon feeble bodies and broken 
minds, and by which he has opportu. 
nitics to extend his arts of torture, and 
continue thote experiments upon in- 
fancy and age, wirich he has hitherto 
tricd upon cats and dogs, 

W hat is alledged indefence of thefe 
hateful practices, every one knows ; 
but the trath is, thet by knives, fire, 
anc potlon, knowledge is not always 
foug st, aud is very feldom attained, 
‘Vhe experiments that have been tried, 


are tried again; he that burned an a. 
nimal with irons yellerday, will be 
willing to amufe himtelf with burning, 
anothcr to-morrow. I know not, that 
by living diffetions, any difcovery 
has been made by which a fingle ma- 


‘lady is more eafily cured: and, if the 


knowledge of phyfiology has been 
fomewhat increafed, he furely tuys 
knowledge dear, who learns the ufe of 
the lacteals at the expence of his hu. 
manity. Itis time that univerfal re. 
fentment fhould arife againft thefe hor- 
rid operations, which tend’ to harden 
the heart, extinguifh thofe fenfations 
which give man confidence in man, 
and make the phyfician more dreaded 
than the gout or itone.

It has been generally thought that 
the fides of the ta/i were diftinguiflhed 
by fome mark or charaéter, but 98 
thefe have no trace of any fuch mark, 
it feems more probable that the fides 
were diflinguifhed by their figure, it is 
alfo probable that the fides exprefling 
one and fix, as well as thofe reprefent- 
ing three and four, were oppolite t0 
each other, 

The number of the ta/i ufed in play 
was 4, and the moft fortunate chance 
was that in which each of the fides ex- 
hibited a different afpe&. “This laft 
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had the appellation of Venus. The 
mo(t unfortunate chance was called 
Canis; and as Canzs on the ta/i was u- 
nity, the moft unfortunate chance mutt 
have been that in which ail or the 
greatelt part of the ¢a/z came up aces.* 
Jt is probaole that as we have feveral 
games tipon the fame tet of dice or 
cards, the ancients had alfo feveral 
games with the tali, which will recon- 
cile many p-flages in ancient authors, 
the apparent inconfiltency of which 
has given critics and antiquarians

ART. XIV. An account of the ef- 
fects of a {torm of thunder and light- 
ning at Bucklawren and Laareath in 
Cornwa!/. , 

Via Sunday Fune 26, 1756, (the hour 
isnot mentioned) it grew fuddenly 
dark as a winter’s evening, and foon 
after bepan to thunder and lighten at 
Bucklawren, a village on a hill near 
two miles from Los, and fhattered a 
farm houfe in a moft furprifing man- 
ner: the lightning, the direétion of 
which was from the §.

firit {truck the S, W.. corner ol the be- 
villed roof of thehoufe near the eaves ;

of it defcended by the welt wall in ob- 
lique lines into the chamber: over the 
parlour, making large and deep fur- 
rows in the plaifter, and tearing out 
the {tones and mortar in its way; the 
re{t having {truck the north wall of the 
garret, changed its direction down- 
ward, and made another breach in the 
garret floor feveral feet wide, and, car- 
rying the ceiling of the chamber over 
the parlour before it, ran down by the 
wall of that room in dire& lines: A 
large Splinter was broken off from - 
be 
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bedpolt, and the bed was fet on fire 5 
the chimney-piece was broken into 
many parts, the window fi ame 7 
m oved out of the wall, every pane 0 

glafs broken, the under fafh was torn 
to pieces, and the chimney board was 
thrown out of the window againit a 
wall 20 feet from the houfe ; the win- 
dow, however, did not give it fufficient 
vent, it defcended from the chamber 
to the parlour under it, which was 
wainfcotted ; it tore off the cornice the 
whole breath of the room, and {ome 
mouldings from the wain{cot ; broke 
the glafles and delft-ware in the beau- 
fet; thivered the fhelves of a bottle 
room, and ripped off a {mall ftock- 
lock from the door, burft it open, and 
made its way chiefly through the win- 
dow, the frame of which was moved 
from the wall, and the g als fhattered 
to pieces. It burit its way aifo through 
a wainfcot partition in to the Kitchen, 
Jeaving a chink in it about & inches 
Jong and an inch broad. In the kit- 
chen it threw the plates, pots, and 
kettles about the room, and then went 
out at a window, taking a whole pane 
of glafs with it. At this window the 
miltrefs of the houfe and her fon were 
fitting, but they received no hurt. The 
lightning in its courfe left a {moky 

tinge on the wall and timber, like fired 

gunpowder, and a fulphurcous {mell 
remained in the houfe many hours. 

The dairy at fone diftance from the 
houfe was alfo damaged, and an old 

elm that ftood near the houfe was 

marked with large furrows in the mofs 

that covered the bark, in fome places 
in an irregular fpiral line, but gene- 

rally in a {traitone; the ground from 

the root was torn up in furrows, as if 
with a plough hare, about fix feetlong, 
the furrows gradually leffening as they 
run outfrom the tree. 

On the fame day, about 4 o’clock in 
the alternooa the lightning fell upon 
another houfe, called Pelyne, in the pa- 
rith of Laureath, about fix miles diflants 
it cracked the chimney from the top to 
the Gating af the root, through which 
part of it sorced its way into the upper 
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chamber, where it melted an old cop- 
per fkillet, a pair of fheep fheers, and 
fome old brafs buckles and cancle- 
fticks, which Jay ona ledge of the:wall; 
part of it went down the tunnel of the 
chimney to the ground room, where it 
{truck down two women who were fit. 
ting on each fide the fire place, with- 
out hurting tiem; in the fame room 
it overturned a table upon two men 
who were fitting near it, one of whom 
is burnt very much on the ripht arm, 
leaving a furrow from the elbow to the 
fhoulder near an inch deep ; his right 
thigh was alfo burnt on the infice, and 
the outfide of his right leg from alittle 
below the knee quite to the tocs; his 
fhirt fleeve and the upper part of his 
wailtcoat were reduced to tinder, and 
the buckles in his thoes were melted in 
different parts and in different di- 
rections: The other man was alfo 
wounded, though flightly. The light- 
ning afterwards went through the win- 
dow, melting the glafs in its paffage, 
and leaving a fmoky tinge behind it. 

ART. XV, An account of a peat pit 
near Newberry in Berk/hire, by Dr 
Colle:t. 

This article is chiefly intended to 
confute a common opinion, that the 
peat which has been cut out of a pit is 
in a few years renewed. 

Peat is a compofition of the branch- 
es, twigs, leaves, and roots of trees, 
with grafs, {traw, plants, and weeds, 
which having laidfong in water, is 
formed into a mafs fo foft as to be cut 
through with a fharp {pade. 

The colour is a blackifh brown, and 
it is ufed in many places for firing. 
There is a {tratum of this peat on each 
fide the Kennet, near Newberry in Berks, 
Which is from about a quarter to half 
a mile wide, and many miles long. 
The depth below the furface cf the 
ground is from one foot to eight. Great 
numbers of entire trees are found ly- 
ing irregularly in the true peat; they 
are chiefly oaks, alders, willows, and 
firs, and Jappear to have been torn up 
by the roots; many horfes heads, and 
bonts of feveral kinds -of deer; the 
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horas of the antelope, the heads and 
tufks of boars, and the heads of bevers 
are alfo found in it. Not maay years 
ago an urn of a light brown colour, 
was found in the peat pit in Speez moor, 
near Newberry, at about 10 feet from 
the river, and 4 feet below the level of 
the neighbouring ground. Juft over 
the fpot where the urn was iound, an 
artificial hill was ra:fed about 8 toot 
highs and as this hill confilted both 
of peat and earth, it is evident that 
the peat was olde: thanthe urn. From 
the fide of the river feveral femi-cir- 
cular ridges are drawn round the hill, 
with trenches between them. The urn 
was broken to fhivers by the peat dig- 
gers who found it, fo that it could not 
be critically examined, nor can it be 
known whether any thing was con- 
tained in it. 

Art. XVI. An account of the al- 
terations which are makjng in the Pan- 
theon at Rome. 

One Paulo Poft, an architect, having 
formed a project for modernizing the 
Pantheonat Home, which has unforty- 
nately been approved, they are now 
bufy in removing the attic order, to 
make room for fome new invention 
fuitable to the trifling talte of the pre- 
fent time. They are preparing to take 
away the pavement, and place a lan- 
thorn inftead of the open circle at the 
top, which is its peculiar beauty; fo 
that in a very fhort time that venerable 
monument of antiquity will be entirely 
{tripped of its precious marbles and or- 
naments, and fo difguifed by modern 
alterations, that the noble form given 
it by Agrippa will be no longer diltin- 
guifhable. ee 

ART. XVII. An account of a medi- 
cinal {pring, lately difcover’d near/Mef- 
fat in Annandale, in the county of 
Dumfries. 

This {pring is faid to contain a large 
proportion of iron, and an aluminous 
falt, which is conjoined with a terref- 
trial principle ; but no volatile {pirit. 
Jt mult however be obferved, that the 
experiments to difcover its! contents 
were made upon the water after it had 
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been carried four miles from thefpring, 
which might make fome difference, 
though it Was carried in bottles care- 
fully fealed. 

Iris aifo afferted in this article, that 
the more iron any miner] water con- 
tains, the deeper coluur it affords with 
galls and other fimilar fubftances ; but 
the direct contrary hes becn alfo af- 
ferted, in confequence of a feries of exe 
periments on a mineral water near 
Bromley in Kent. 

There have been many opinions con- 
cerning the manner in which waters 
become mineral, but none hitherto 
{upported by experiment. Mr Wiser 
was of an opinion different from all 
Others, that whatever minerals are con- 
tained in waier mult be fiuch as come 
mon water can receive or extract in its 
pallage throught he earth, by folution, 
abrafion, or fome other Operation e- 
qually fimple ; and experiment at lencth 
determined in his favour, for he found 
that fome pieces of rock near this mi- 
neral {pring being infufed fome hours 
in common water, communicated to jt 
all the properties of the mineral {pring, 
as far as could be difcovered by any 
experiment which he could make. Up- 
on this difcovery Mr Walker adds the 
following moft interefting query: Whe- 
ther from fuch a knowledge of the o- 
rigin of mineral waters, we may not 
acquire artificial ones of as great, or 
perhaps greater medicinal ufe than 
thole which are naturally produced ?

The Hiftory and Antiquities of Wheat- 
if field iz Suffolk. 


HIS is a burlefque upon accounts 
of antiquities in general, and in 
particular upon the antiquities of Cx/- 
chefter, publifhed in the year 1748. 
It is one of the molt humorous and 
fprightly pieces of burlefque that has 
appeared in our language. As the {pi- 
rit and turn of it cannot be preferved, 
if the author’s words are changed, we 
have given a kind of epitome of it bya 
feries of extraéts, which are takén fo 
as to fuffer as little as poflible by the 
want of what is left behind. 

The parfonage houfe, encompaffed 
by a moat, is an ancient, tho’ not a 
Roman building; but it isnot without 
fome extraneous ornaments of Romaz 
architecture, picked up perhaps from 
the ruins of the temple ereéted to Clau- 
dius, which poffibly ftood in the fame 
place, furrounded with water for the 
convenience of facrificing. Ina cor- 
nice of exquifite workmanhhip, there is 
a large Roman C, and fome imperfect 
figures of the date U. C. but the igno- 
rance of fome modern inhabitant has 
defaced it, either by prefixing the ini- 
tial letter of his own chiltian name, or 
by giving a ridiculous tail to another 
Roman C, infcribed_ perhaps C.C. (Clau- 
dius Cefar) and fo converting it into a 


G ; whom, upon fearching the parih 


regifter, I take to have been the fimple 
retor, one GeorgeCarter, = 
Ina garden of modern difpofition 
belonging to the parfonage, formerly 
called the orchard, ftands a Grecian 
temple, built according to the model 
Andronicus Cyrraftes gave the Atheni- 
ans, It is an oétagon, fupported by 
eight Jonic pillars ; which order being 
facred to Bacchus, Apollo, Ceres, and 
Diana, it was, no doubt, dedicated to 
one of thofe deities. Some learned 


antiquaries are of opinion, that this 
temple, amongit other {p 
was brought to Kome, an 
tranfported to Britain, 
where it now ftands, by 


oils of Greece, 
d afterwards 
and placed, 
Claudius Ca- 
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to this account, and that is the Latin 
infcription upon it; for Claudius was 
a {cholar, underftood Greek, and valu- 
ed antiquities, and would not have 
been guilty of fuch an inconfiltency as 
to write in Latiz upon an ancient Gre- 
cian building. 

This temple is made of wood and 
plaifter, mm therefore cannot be fup- 
pofed to be the identical temple firft e- 
rected here ; though the orders have 
been very exaétly preferved ; but, like 
the Royal Sovereign, has been built 
and rebuilt till {carce a plank is left of 
the original ftructure. The pavement 
is teffellated Muj/aic, corruptly called 
Mofaic work. 

There were many imperfect letters 
and words upon fome /camna, or 
benches, difpofed in different parts of 
the garden, which more than hint to us 
that the obfcene god Priapus had a 
ftatue ereéted to him in one of the fruit 

uarters; for the Priapeia Carmina 
have fe haut Gout de Saleté, which 
difcriminates them from all other Car- 
mina whatever. The modefty of mo- 
dern times has refolved the doubt, Cum 
faber incertus feamnum faceretne Pri- 
apum, in favour of decency, by con- 
verting, and as it were returning the 
inutile lignum to its native purpofes ; 
and I wilh the learning of modern 
times alfo had been able to read, be- 
caufe it would certainly have erafed 
the filthy infcriptions: However, I 
have had intereft enough to prevail 
with the prefent poffeffor, upon con- 
vincing him of their obfcenity, by the 
help of a diftionary, to demolifh them 
all. The nakednefs of the boys and 
girls, who are the Formido avium at 
certain feafons of the year, Ido not 
confider as atin@ture of Priapi/m, or 


‘want of modelty, but real want of 


cloathing. 
In a fhady and obfcure part of the 


fame garden,there remains very entire, 
a Gothic arch, built with black flints, 
and direétly over the center of the 
arch is placed an angel, in a full-bot- 
tom’d wig, cloathed with a veltment of 
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many folds; tied together by a bandage, 
not unlike what our clergy call a fath, 
with wings fully expanded, bearing, 
and, as it were, prefenting with both 
hands, a hhield, pear/, a felle, fable, 
between three garbes, or, fuppoled to 
have been deviled according to the 

roperties, and name of the parifh, 
WHEATFIELD. | This herald angel 
feems to have been commiflioned by 
the fame fuperitition that employed 
the like fortof minilter to prefent the 
arms of Frauce to Clovis the firlt chri- 
ftian king of that nation. — 

There are Di/ci, Sympuvie, and Pa- 
tere, to be met with in almoft every 
houfe, but they are not put to very re- 
ligious ufes. Fidule are very rare, or 
unnoticed; owing, probably, to the 
confined idea men have of the rotundi- 
ty of a button; whereas the Roman 
Fibula was of various forms: I have 
Jately been favoured with the fight of 
one by a lady: It is about three inch- 
es long, regularly tapered, and fharp 
pointed ; in all refpects like the Roman 
Fibule found at Rébchefler in Lanca- 
fbire, except the curvature, By the 
devices engraved on it, viz. the Arcus 
and Sagitte, it feems to have been a 
pin of the modelt goddefs Diana ;-— 
Subnectit fibula vefiem. It has a {mall 
eye at the larger end, as the Rowan A- 
gus, thyough-which fomething of lace 
or bobin might be drawn (as a nail 
through the linch pin of an axle-tree, 
to keep the wheel on) that the Fibula 
Might not at any time flip out, and ex- 
pole the nakednefs of that chaite deity. 
I fhall not difpute it with the learned, 
if they chofe to-fuppofe, that this is a 
Fibula Chirurgica; and that the 4r- 
exus and Sagitse are as well emblems of 

“Apollo, the- god ‘of phyfic; though 
fuch an explanation fubjeas the facul- 
ty to idle jokes, and reflections ; and it 
had certainly been more decent, if not 
more jult, to have given emblems of his 
he sling, rather thaa of his murdering 
capacity. This inftrument was probab] y 
the fame the Poltindiores made ufe of 
to lard the dead bodies, it had killed, 
with the move itringy, though un@u- 
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ous forts of {pices. It is now ufed 
O Tempore! O Mores! asabodkin, ° 

After the-departure of the Roman; 
this village was made a fettlement of 
the Scots and Pics, whom Gildas, 
with a peculiar propenfity to turn c- 
very thing into lamentation, fuppofes 
to have been favage and cruel, from 
fome innocent potts, erected for a dif. 
ferent purpofe, by fuppoling them en- 
gines and gibbets of torture for the 
poor natives of this place. But a late 
eminent antiquary, though he has not 
given us the true ufe of them, has 
certainly led us to it. He fancies 
from an old manufcript, that thefe 
were mile and rubbing pots ; but ’tis 
more probable that worms or mould 
have robbed his manufcript of two 
letters S C, and that it was /crubbing 
inftead of rubbing polts. 

The religion of this people did by 
no means require temples ; and their 
want of tafte and elegance made them 
quite indifferent about the order of 
their other buildings ; fo that the huts 
they erected, which are the greater 
part now {tanding, are rather dormitos 
rics, than houfes of any other accom- 
modations. They left behind them 
no good, nor, indeed, wicked cuftoms; 
but many that were clowni(h and inde- 
licate: fuch as blowing the nofe with- 
outa handkerchief;—fitting down to 
dinner without a table-cloth.—and 
doing the occafions of nature over a 
rail, or a battling. They left no N- 
ftrums but what were culinary, fuch as 
how to make frumentary and hally- 
pudding ; and no diltemper, but the 
itch for which they always will be had 
in remembrance. Many of thefe peo- 
ple, enamoured with the plenty and 
change of diet, peaceably fetled here, 
and fome of their pofterity are {till re- 
maining in the village. of the firlt, 


vare the Fobnfiouns, the Stewards, and 
a numerous family, provincially called, 


Scots, who coming and returning in 4 
burry left their proper names behind 
them. Of the fecond, are the Greens, 
the Browns, and the Osborn famly,

Q,.according to the broad pronun- 
ciation of thofe people, is, orthogra- 
phically, Afborn, a word fynonymous 
so naked. | 

The Saxons afterwards made doors 
to the huts erected by the Scots and 
PiGs, built chimnies which the former 
never heard of, and made windows 
which they never wanted. They car- 
ved huge columns for bedpolts, and em- 
bofled bread-and-cheefe cupboards ; fet 
tables upon magnificent pillars, and 
chairs upon cloven feet. The Danes 
were not long landed in this ifland, be- 
fore they fent a detachment to fecure 
this important village ; and they enter- 
ed it on the fouth fide, at a gate called 
to this day, for that reafon, Evxter- 
Lond-Gate; as a memorial of their 
entrance upon the land of wheat and 
plenty at that very place: but they 
were not {fo eafily admitted, as the for- 
mer depredators had been ; the Britons, 
the Scots, and Picts, and the Saxons 
joining forces, and with great unani- 
mity oppofing them. There are feve- 
ral round hillocks which was the ufual 
form of a Daai/h intrenchment, caft 
up in different parts of the village ; 
now, indeed called mill-hills, thro’ 
miftake, or perhaps with modern pro- 
priety; becaufe fome wind-mills, may, 
fince thofe times, have been ereéted 
upon them. The Danes ftaid long e- 
nough to fix fome of their language; 
fuch as GRAVE from tegere, to cover, 
and GAFFER which fignifies matter ; 
a word in fuch general ufe here, that, 
within the {pace of thirty years, there 
was but one man, except the parfon, 
that was ever accofted by any other 
term of falutation. The fame may be 
faid of GAMMER for miftrefs. 

In a parlour belonging to a farm- 
houfe called the Rookery, there was a 
remarkablelarge dormer ofchefnut, and 
about the middle of it, the following 
infcription cut with a knife or a chiffel ; 
WARTER. IOHN. C. I. T.S. 449. 
D. B.M. W. T. 994. It has been 
feen by many antiquaries, and their 
fentence has been always, that one 
IOHN. WARTER. a blockhead, that 
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did not know his heels from his head, 
and_could not fpell his own name, was, 
the author of it ; and the initial letters, 
er abreviations and dates have been 
confidered as the reveries of an idle, 
head, or a fortuitous hand; to which 
Opinion I have always fub{cribed ; but 
reading lately, upon a tomb-ftone in a 
neighbouring church, a monumentak. 
infcription of very modern date, with 
abreviations like fome of thafe before 
defcribed, I was encouraged to attempt 
a folution a fecond time, D. B. M. 
W. T. by the help of this clue, I foon 
found to fignify Done. By. Me. Wm. 
T——fuppole Turner, for perhaps it is 
the humour of this family to abbrevi- 
ate in thismanner, By the fame light 
I difcovered that WARTER. IOHN 
did not cut the in{cription, but was re- 
corded by it. I next confidered what 
remarkable ra 449 was; and found 
it was the very year VORTIGERN 
{truck a league with Hengi/? the Saxon. 
C. 1. T.S. I then fancied, fignified 
Called. ln. The. Saxons ; but what to 
do with WARTER IOHN 1 knew 
not, write and {pell him how you will; 
becaufe no man of that name is mentis 
oned in the hiftory of thofe times. 
At lait, by frequently repeating WAR- 
TER IOHN, | difcovered the found of 
VORTIGERN; and that name foit- 
ing, both the firlt abreviations, and 
the date, I concluded the author, 
through ignorance, or punning, or 2- 
nigmatic ingenuity, which are much a- 
like in their operations, has inveloped 
and perplexed the thing, but mutt 
mean Prince VORTIGERN, 

Some aukward cultoms, or habits re- 
main among the inhabitants of this 
village, which feem to be of Saxon Ex- 
traction. 

The prefent {tate of this parifh dif- 
fers nothing from the ancient in point 
of fruitfulnefs. The people are chri- 


ftians, as appears mof? evidently from 
the parifh regifter ; and all of: them, 
when they do not {tay at home, go to 
the fame place of worthip; except one 
——, who retaining fome tenets of his 
Britif> paganifm, pays his. devotions 

under 
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under an 02k, or a walnut-tree, with a 


modern druid, every fabbath-day.——~ P 


There have been but two houfes erect- 
ed of late years; the one feemingly 
contrived by Eli, a Few-Chriftian fa- 
mily fettled here; for it is built with- 
out aflair-cafe, upon the Fewi/b model 
of climbing, not walking up, to bed. 
The other J know not by whom ; but 
it is upon a very inhofpitable plan 
(quite contrary to the temper of the 
Jate inhabitants) for the chimneys are 
fo placed, that it is difficult to get in at 
the door.—The prevailing tafte runs 
much upon building temples to Cloaci- 
na and Mexageries for wild boars 5 
(tru@tures in themfelves beautiful, but 
at the expence of that noble Roman 
way, the Via Icenorum that leads thro’ 
the parifh, which they narrow and ob- 
umbrate.—The morals of the people 
are Mke the morals of other people of 
the'fame rank ; not the worfe perhaps 
for the advice of their parfon, of whom 
they feem to entertain a tolerable good 
Opinion. The parfon* has begot him- 
felf children, made himfelf gardens and 
orchards, and planted trees in them of 
allkinds. He hath made himfelf pools 
of water, to water therewith the trees 5 
and he has had poffeffion of great cat- 
tle above all that were in WHEAT-

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An Account of o Leprofy in the ifland 
of Guardaloupe. From the Philofo- 
phical Tranfaétions. 


° HE leprofy in Guardaloupe is 
not the pox, nor has it any 
Symptom of that difeafe, but it appears 
in every refpec& to be the fame which 
the ancients called the leprofy or ele- 
phiantiafis. It is hereditary, infeéti- 
ous, and incurable ; the beginning of 
it 48 imperceptible, except by a few

tails, breeding and feeding a large bullick, thor

le are of a livid violet colour, and in 
the Blacks of a dufky red 5 thefe {pots 
are a little prominent, but without pain 
or any other fymptom of the diltem- 
per. The progrefs of the difeafe is 
very flow, and as it increafes the {pots 
become more numerous ; after fome 
years the nofe fwells, the noftrils are 
enlarged, and the bone becomes foft ; 
in the next ftage tuberofities appear 
upon the cheek bones, the eye-brows 
are inflated, and the ears grow thick; 
as the difeale advances, the fingers and 
toes {well, then the hands and tcet, but 
without pain or inflammation or any 
other fymptom, except a flight numb- 
nefs ; after this the nails become f{ealy, 
deep white ulcers are formed under the 
{kin, in the palms of the hand, and 
foles of the feet, which grow callous 
and infenfible, and emit a clear ferous 
liquor like water.* The joints of the 
fingers then feparate, and the ends fall 
off, yet the wounds cicatrife of them- 
felves without any medical application, 
the voice gradually becomes deep and 
hoarfe, the breath fetid, the counte- 
nance frightful, the flefh infenfible, and 
a mortification growing general, the 
limbs drop off, and the whole frame 
while it is yet alive falls to pieces. 

From the appearance of the firlt 
fymptoms of this difeafe to the death 
of the patient is fometimes 15 and 
fometimes 20 years, and during this 
time even till the fingers drop off, the 
fick eat, drink, and fleep well, and per- 
form all the animal funétions, without 
pain or uneafinefs,

An Inftance of the EleGrical Virtue in 
the Cure of the Palfy. By Mr Pa- 
trick Brydone. Read to the Royal 
Society, December 15, 1757+

was fo ill, that her life was defpaired 
of. She recovered however from the 
violence of her diltemper, but the fad 
effects of it remained. For, from this 
time fhe continued in a weakly uncer- 
tain {tate of health till the month of 
uly, 1755, when fhe was again taken 
+l of the fame kind of fever ; and af- 
ter it went off fhe was troubled with 
worfe nervous fymptoms than ever, 
ending at laft in a paralytic diforder, 
which fometimes affected the arm, fome- 
times the leg, of the left fide; in fuch 
a manner as that thefe parts, though 
deprived of all motion for the time, 
yet {till retained their fenfibility. In 
this condition fhe remained till the 
fpring 1756, when unexpectedly the 
grew much better ; but not fo far as 
to get quite rid of her paralytic com- 
plaints; which, in cold weather, fel- 
dom failed to manifeft themfelves by a 
numbnefs, trembling, fenfation of cold, 
and a lofs of motion in the left fide. 
This paralytictendency madeher ap- 
prehenfive of a more violent attack ; 
which accordingly foon happened : 
for, about the end of Augult, in the 
fame year, her fymptoms gradually in- 
ereafed, and, in a very fhort time, fhe 
Joft all motion and fenfation in her left 
fide. In this ftate fhe continued 
throughout laft winter, with the addi- 
tion of fome new complaints ; for now 
her head thook conftantly ; her tongue 
faltered fo much, when fhe attempted 
to fpeak, that the could not articulate a 
word ; her left eye grew fo dim, that 
fhe could not diflinguifh colours with 
it; and the was often feized with fuch 
an univerfal coldnefs and Infenfibility, 
that thofe who faw her at fuch times 
fcarce knew whether fhe was dead or 
alive. 
Whilft the woman was in this mife- 
rable condition, obferving that the had 
fome intermiffions, during which the 
could converfe and ufe her right leg 
and arm, in one of thofe intervals, I 
propofed trying to relieve her by the 
power of electricity. With this view 
J got her fopported in fach a manner 


ht 
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as to receive the fhocks ft inding, hold- 
ing the phial in her right hand, whilft 
the left was made to touch the pun- 
barrel. After receiving feveral very 
fevere fhocks, fhe found herfelf in bet- 
ter fpirits than ufual; faid the felt a 
heat, and a prickling pain, in her left 
thigh and le», which gradually {pread 
over all that fide; and after undergo- 
ing the operation for a few minutes 
longer, the cried out, with great joy, 
that fhe felt her foot on the ground. 
The electrical machine producing 
fuch extraordinary effets, the action 
was continued : and that day the wo- 
man patiently fubmitted to receive 
aboye two-hundred fhocks from it. 
The confequence was, that the thaking 
of her head graduaily decreafed, till it 
intirely ceafed: that fhe was able at 
laft to ftand without any fupport ; and 
on leaving the room quite forgot one 
of her crutches, and walked to the kit- 
chen with very little affiltance from 
the other. That night fhe continued 
to be well and flept better than fhe 
had done for feveral months before, 
only about midnight fhe was feized 
with a faintifhnefs, and took notice of 
a ftrong fulphureous tafte in her mouth; 
but both the faintnels and tafte went 
off, upon drinking a little water. 
Next day, being eleétrifed as before, 
her {trength infenfibly increafed during 
the operation, and when that was over 
fhe walked eafily with a ftick, and 
could lift feveral pounds weight with 
her left hand, which had been fo long 
paralytic before. The experiment was 
repeated on the third day ; by which 
time fhe had received upwards of fix- 
hundred fevere fhocks. She then tell- 
ing us that fhe had as much power in 
the fide that had been affected as in the 
other, we believed it unneceffary to 
to proceed farther, as the eleétricity 
had already, to all appearance, produ- 
ced acompleat cure. And indeed the 
patient continued to be well till the 
Sunday following 4 viz. about three 
days after the laft operation ; but up- 
on going that day ta church, the pro-

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fhe complained of a numbnefs in her 
hand and foot; but upon being again 
electrifed every fymptom vanithed, and 
fhe bas been perfectly well ever fince.

PATRICK BRYDONE. 


The famous Dr Swammerdam, ix his 
Hiltory of Insects, lately publifbed 
jn tnglith, Aas given us a very long 
end curious Account of the Form and 
Nature of Bees, which be thus cou- 
¢ludes. 


An Acecunt of feveral wonder ful P arti- 
culareties difcovered on opening @ 
Hive, that hada few Days before 


received a young Swarm, as follows. 


Appening to be in the country 
H on the agth of July, I obferved 


a great {warm of Bees, which, on its 
hanging to an elm, I ordered to be 
pet into a hive; butina little time 
ahey all left this new habitation, and 
fied back to the elm, where they hung 
entangled by each others legs. The 
"The female Bee had not dropt into the 
hive with the others: J was therefore 
obliged to have recourfe to another 
fhaking ; when having brought the fe- 
male into the hive, all the selt foon 
followed. 

On the 26th of Fi/y the weather was 
tolerably good, witha bright fun-thine ; 
the 27th cloudy ; the 28th and 29th 
rainy : On the 3oth, on examining the 
hive, I found ut the bottom of it, upon 
the ground where it ftood, a piece of 
a honey-comb, which had fallen thi- 
ther, cither becaufe it had not been 


ftrongly enough faltened to the top of. 


the hive, or becaufe too many Bees 
had lighted upon it at onetime. This 
piece of a comb contained 418 cells for 
the working Bees, fome were building, 
and others were finifhed, and there 
were alfo ten eggs flicking to the wax 
by one of their ends. Al! the fore- 
noon of the 31ft it was rainy, and a- 
bout mid-day very cloudy and windy 

with fome rain. In the evening I or 
dered the hive to be taken into my 
chamber, in order to examine what the 


= had done in the {pace of thefe Gx 

But as I was afraid of being flung in 
this enterprize, I refolved to have all 
the Bees killed before I went to handle 
or infpect them, for this reafon I fumi- 
gated them with a bundle of lighted 
matches rolled up in linen rags, to fuch 
a thicknefs that it would jult fit in the 
upper opening of the hive. Albmy 
endeavours to kill thefe Bees this way 
were however to no purpofe ; for af- 
ter plying them with this fume, from 
time to time, as they went out, the 
Bees continued alive ; but they feemed 
grievoully complaining of, and refent- 
ing the injury offered them, with the 
mott horrid noife and Joudeft buzzings, 

The next morning all was quiet a- 
gain, fo I removed the hive, at the 
bottom of which I found fome hun- 
dreds of Bees lying dead upon the 
ground ; but the greateft part of them 
were {till alive, and fome of them were 
beginning to fly away. I therefore re- 
folved to fumigate the hive a fecond 
time, and I gave its inhabitants liberty 
to elcape whileit was doing. For fear 
of being {tung on this occafion, I took 
a half pint bottle, and having rolled 
fome fott paper about the neck of it, 
thraft it into the opening of the hive, 
taking care afterwards to {top al! gaps 
between the door or opening of the 
hive, and the neck of the bottle with 
more paper of the fame kind. As foon 
as-the fulphureous vapour began to fill 
the hive, the Bees in the greateft hurry 
and confufion, and with the molt 
dreadful buzzing, ruhed to the number 
of 1898 in a manner all at once into 
the bottle, which I then removed to 
fubftitute another in its place ; and by 
repeating the operation im this man: 
ner, I at laft fo thoroughly accomplifh- 
ed my purpofe, that not the leaft noile 
could be heard in the hive. 

Having then turned the hive upfide 
down, I found the queen lying dead, 
in appearance, vpon the ground, an 
fome of the others which had fallen 
upon the ground, killed down-right, 


and wet all over; whilft fome = 
3ee5 
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pees that bad remained in the upper 
part of the hive, were quite dry, and 
when put into the bottles flew about 
as brifkly as if they had not received 
the leaft harm. | 

I next poured fome water upon the 
prifoners I had in the bottle; by this 
means they were all drowned in a very 
fhorttime. Ithen made my examina- 
tion, and found the fwarm confifted 
of 5669 Bees, and was therefore a very 
good one, according to the judgment 
J had formed of it on its firlt appear- 
ance... Neverthelefs as the feafon was 
very far advanced, and the fpot the 
Bees lighted upon very ‘ill furnifhed 
with materials. for making honey, I 
thought it worth my while to facrifice 
them to the curiofity Ihad‘of knowing 
what work fuch a number of Bees 
could perform in to fhort a time, and 
withal in fo unfavourable weather. 

Among this great multitude, there 
was but one female. Bee.. The greate(t 
momber of them were working Bees, 
‘which are neither males nor females ; 
and there were befides. thefe, and-the 
female Bee, already mentioned, only 
33 male Bees, prepofteroufly called by 
the vulgar hatching Bees ; for the 
young Bees are hatched by the mere 
heat of the fummer, and that which is 
caufed by the perpetual hurry and mo- 
tion of the old Bees flying about, or 
working in the hive. It is very re- 
markable, that the bottle into which 
the firft 1898 Bees driven out of the 


chive had been received, was thorough= 
ly heated by the perpetual motion of 


thefe imprifoned creatures, and the 
warm vapourswhich exhaled from their 
bodies. 

The number of waxen cells begun 
and finifhed, including thofe of the 
comb I had found on the. ground on 
my firft examining the hive, amounted 
to 3392: They were all cf the fame 
fize and form, and were intended only 
for nefts to hatch the working Bees. 
In 236 of the cells fome honey had 
been ftored up, but it had been after- 


wards made ufe of, a3 very little could 
be then gathered abroad. It was no 
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difficult matter to diftinguifh the cells 
thus made ufe of fromthe others, for 
they had received a ‘yellow tincture 
from the honey depolited in them ; 
whereas thofe which had not yet been’ 
employed this way were of a fhining 
white. ee oe ) 
There were alfo 62 of thefe cells, in 
which the Bees had “begun to lay up 
their ordinary food or bread called 
erithace. This fubftsnce was of a 
changeable colour; between a yellow 
anda purplifh red; but perhaps this 
tinge might be owing to the fumiga- 
tion : The whitenefs of the unem- 
ployed wax ‘was in fome parts alfo im- 
paired by the fame means; colonred 
and covered befides with black {pots. ’ 
In 35 cells I found as many eggs 
fixed in them at one ead, fo thel ins 
cluding the eggs found in the comb} 
which had fallen to the ground, as al- 
ready mentioned, there were 45 eggs 
in all, There were befides in 150 of 
the cells fo many new hatched worms, 
but they lay almoft infenfible and mo- 
tionlefs. ‘They were of ‘different fiz¢s, 
the largeft of them being very like 


.that which I have reprefented as the 


third of the feven degrees of a Bee 
‘worm’s growth after hatching; AH 
‘thefe Worms were furrounded with 
that kind of food, which the moft ex- 
pert obfervers of Bees think is honey, 
thrown up by the old ones out of therr 
ftomachs. This kind of honey is 
white, like a folution of gum traga- 
canth, or ftarch diffolved in water, and 
is almolt infipid : It fhews nothing re- 
markable on being viewed with the mi- 
crofcope. In the Worms themfelvés 
I could perceive pulmonary tubes of a 
filver whitenefs running moft beauti- 


fully on each fide thro’ their little tran- 


{parent bodies. 

I examined attentively the wax ce- 
mented by way of foundation to the 
top of the hive, but I could find no 
difference between that and the othér 


“wax of which the cells confift. They 


appear both to have the fame nature 
and properties. I could not, however, 
but admire this rong union or falten- 

ing ; 
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ing ; this fubftance being fpread upon 
the hive like a cruft, and confequently 
faltened to it by a very {mall portion 
of its furtace; whereas the reft of the 
wax hung perpendicularly from this 
foundation, without any lateral or 
other {upport whatfoever, as if a wood- 
en bowl were fixed to a plain cieling 
by a {mall part of its circumference. 

This hive contained the rudiments 
of a great many more fuch combs of 
wax, of an oval form, and full of cells 
on each fide: The empty fpaces left 
between the combs, for the Bees to 

afs and repufs, did not exceed half an 
inch in breadth, fo that it is plain the 
comb I found open upon the ground, 
and in which I reckoned 418 cells, had 
been torn from its foundation by its 
own weight, and that of the Bees walk- 
jing on it. . Hence it appears, with 
what good reafon thofe who keep Bees, 
place fticks crofs-ways in their hives, 
that the combs may have the more fup- 
rt; and accordingly we obferve that 
in thefe hives, the Bees themfelves on 
each fide, fufpend their combs to thefe 
fticks. 

Confidering the great multitude of 
Bees employed in building the waxen 
cells, which I have been juftexamining, 
there is no great reafon to be furpriz’d 
at their having done fo much work 
that wis tho’ the time they had to do 
it was fo fhort, and the weather fo un- 
favourable. But it is really altonifhing 
to think how a fingle female could lay 
fo many eggs in the fame {mal! inter- 
val, and withal depofit every egg in a 
feparate cell, and there firmly falten it. 
We mutt alfo allow fome time for lay- 
the perpendicular founditions. It is, 
moreover, very furprifing, how thefe 
eggs fhould fo {peedily turn to Worms, 
and how thofe Worms fhould grow fo 
very fuddenly to their {tate of change, 
But I molt now conclude, and I hall 
do it with the following account of 


what the hive I have been defcribing 
contained,

An Account of certain Englith People, 
who, in the Year 1569, making a 
Voyage to the Ealt-Indies, were caff 
away, and wrecked upon an uninha- 
bited Ifand, near the Coaft of Terra 
Auftralis Incognita, and all drowned 
except one Man end four Women, 
Given by Cornelius van Sloetten, 
Captain of ¢ Dutch fhip, which was 
driven there by foul Weather in the 
Year 1667, who found their Polfteri- 
ty ([peaking good Englifh) to thea- 
— of ten or twelve thoufand 

ouls. 


* Ertain Exglifh merchants, en- 
couraged by the great advantages 


arifing from the Eaffern commodities, 
in the year 1569 having obtained 
Queen Elizabeth’s royal licence, fur- 
nifhed out for the Ea/ft-Indies four 
fhips, of which Englifh was cho- 
fen fa&tor, who embarked, on the third 
of April, O.S. with his wife and fami- 
ly, confiting of a fon of twelve years 
old, a daughter of fourteen, two maid- 
fervants, a female negro flave, and 
George Pine, his book-keeper, on board 
one of the faid fhips, called the £a/- 
India Merchant, of 450 tuns, being 
provided with all manner of neceflaries 
and conveniencies, in order to fertle 
a factory there. 

By the rath of May, they were in 
fight of the Canaribs cageny Pat after 
arrived at the Cape de Verd iflands,

For 
qwhere they took in fome provifions 
for their voyage, and fteering their 
courfe fouth, and a point eaft, about 
the firft of 4uguf? came to the ifland 
St Helen; and having taken in fome 
freth water, fet forward for the cape 
of Good Hope, where by God’s blefling 
they arrived fafe, having hitherto met 
with no tempeltuous, or difagreeable 
failing weather. 
' But it pleafed God when they were 
almoft in fight of St Laurence (faid' to 
be one of the largeft iflands in the 
world) they were overtaken by a great 
ftorm of wind, which feparated them 
from the reft of the thips, and continu- 
ed with fuch violence for many days, 
that being driven out of their know- 
ledge, they loft all hopes of fafety. 

The fir of Ofober, about break 
of day, the fea continuing very ftormy 
and tempeftnous, they difcovered land, 
which appeared high and rocky; and 
the nearer they approached to it their 
fears increafed, expecting the thip 
would fuddenly be dafhed to pieces. 
The captain, therefore, Mr Engli/h, 
and fome others got into the long 
boat; in hopes, by that means, to 
fave: themfelves; and prefently after 
all the failors caft themfelves over- 
board, endeavouring to fave their lives 
by fwimming , but, probably, they all 
perifhed in the fea. 
_ Mr Pine, Mr Englifh’s daughter, 
the two maid fervants, and negro girl 
were the only perfons remaining on 
board the fhip; and thefe five perfons 
were miraculoufly preferved: for after 
the fhip had beat three or four times 
again{t the rocks, being now broken, 
and quite founderded in the waters, 
they had with great difficulty gotten 
themfelves on the bowfprit; which 
being broken off, was driven by the 
waves into a {mall creek, wherein fell 
alittle river, which, being encompafled 
by the rocks was fheltered from the 
Winds, fo that they had opportunity, 
though almoft quite fpent, to land 
themfelves. 

Mr Pine getting together fome rot- 
ten wood, by. the afliftance of a tinder- 
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box, he had in his pocket, made a fire; 
by which they dried themfelves; and 
then leaving the females, he went to 
fee if he could find any of the hhip’s 
company that poflibly might have e- 
fcaped, but couldfind none, Atlength, 
it drawing towards evening, he; with 
what’ he could get from the wreck, 
returned to his fellow-fufferers, who 
were very much troubled for want 
of him; he being now all their fup- 
port in this oft condition. 

They were afraid that the wild peo- 
ple of the country (if there were any 
might find them out; but could dif- 
tinguifh neither foot{teps nor paths. 
And the woods round about them be- 
ing full of briers and brambles, they 
apprehended too there might be wild 
beafts to annoy them, though they 
faw no marks of any. But abave all, 
for want of food, they wete afraid of 
being flarved to death: but God had 
otherwife provided for them. 

The wreck of the thip furnithed 
them with many neceffaries, for, get- 
ting together fome broken pieces of 
boards and planks, fails and rigging, 
with the help of poles they made them- 
felves tents; and having gotten wood 
for firing, and three or four fea gowns 
to cover them, making the negroe 
their centry, they flept foundly all 
night, having been without fleep for 
feveral nights before. 

The next day, after being well re- 
frefhed with fleep, the wind ceafing, 
and the weather being warm, they 
went down from the rocks on the 
fands at low water, where they found 
a great part of the fhip’s lading, either 
on fhore, or floating near it. Me 
Pine, with the help of his companions, _ 
dragged moft of it on fhore; and 
what was too heavy for them they 
broke; and, unbinding the cafks and 
chefts, and taking out the goods, they 
fecured all; fo that they wanted nei- 
ther cloaths, nor other neceffaries for 
houfe-keeping: but the falt water had 
fpoiled all the victuals except one cafk 
of bifcuit, which being lighter, and 
perhaps better fecured than the reft, 
H 3 .. Was 














426 


was undamaged, this ferved them for 
bread a while, and a fowl of about the 
bi nefs of a fwan, very heavy and fat, 
which by reafon of its weight could 
not fly, ferved them for prefent fub- 
fiftence. The poultry of the thip, by 
fome means getting on fhore, bred ex: 
ceedingiy, and were a great help to 
them. They found allo in the flags 
by a little river plenty of eggs of fowl 
much like our ducks, which were very 
nourifhing food, fo that they wanted 
for nothing to keep them alive. 

Mr Pine, being now lefs apprehen- 
five of any thing to difturb him, look- 
ed out for a convenient piace to build 
ahut to fhelter him and his family 
from the weather; and, in about a 
week’s time, made a room large e- 
nough to hold them all and their 
goods; and put up hammocks for his 
family to fleep in. 

Having lived in this manner full 
four months, without feeing or hearing 
any thing to difturb them, they found 
the land they were in poffeflion of to 
be an ifland, disjoin’d, and out of 
fight of any other land, uninhabited 
by any but themfelves, and that there 
was no hurtful beaft to annoy them. 
But, on the contrary, the country was 
very pleafant, being always cloathed 
in green, and full of agreeable fruits, 
and variety of birds, ever warm, and 
never colder than in England in Sep- 
tember: fo that this place (had it the 
culture that fkilful people might beftow 
On it) would prove a paradife. 

‘The woods afforded them a fort of 
nuts as big as large apples; whofe 
kernel being pleafant and dry, they 
made ufe of inftead of bread, together 
with the fowl before-mentioned, and a 
fort of water fowl like ducks, and their 
eges; and a bealt abuut the fize of a 
goat and almoft fuch a like creature, 
which brought forth two young ones 
atatime, and that twice a year, of 
which the lowlands and woods are 
very full; and being harmlefs and 
tame, they could eafily take and kill 
them: fith alfo, efpecially thell fith, 
Were in great plenty; fo that, in effect, 
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they wanted nothing of food for {ihe 
filtence. 

After being in poffeffion of this 
country full fix months, nature put 
them in mind of the great command of 
the Almighty to our firft parents, as if 
they had been conducted thither by the 
hand of providence to people a new 
world; and in this refpect they prov. 
ed not unfruitful, for, in lefs than 
a twelve month, from their fi{t arri- 
val on this ifland, the females proved 
all to be with child, and coming at dif. 
ferent feafons they were a great help 
to one another. The women all had 
their teemings annually and the chil- 
dren proved (trong and healthy. Their 
family increafling, they were now well 
fatisfied with their condition: for 
there was nothing to hurt them. The 
warmth of the climate made it agreea- 
ble for them to go atroad fometimes, 
and they repofed themfelves on mofly 
banks, fhaded by trees. Mr Pine made 
feveral pleafant arbours for him and 
his women to fleep in during the heat 
of the day, and in thefe they pafled 
their time together, the females not 
liking to be out of his company. 

Mr Pix:’s family was increafed, af- 
ter he had lived in this ifland fixteen 
years, to 47 children: for his firl 
wife brought him thirteen ; his fecond, 
feven; his matter’s daughter, who 
feemed to be his greateft favourite, fif- 
teen; and the negro, twelve; which 
was all the produce of the firft race of 
mortals in this ifland. 

Thinking it expedient to provide 
for another gencration, he gave his 
eldeft fon a mate; and took care to 
match the reft as fait as they grew up 
and were capable. And, left they 
fhould incumber one another, he ap- 
pointed his fons habitation at fome 
diftance from him; for growing in 
years, he did not like the wanton an- 
noyance of young company. 

Alter having lived to the fixtieth 


year Of his age, and the fortieth of his 
being in poflefion of this ifland, he 
{ummoned his whole people together, 
children, grand children, and great 

grand- 
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and-children, amounting to 565, of 
all forts. He took the males of one 
family, and married them to the females 
of another, not permitting any to 
marry their fifters, as they did at firft, 
out of neceflity. 

Having taught fome of his children 
to read, he laid them under an injundti- 
on to read the bible once a month at 
their general meetings. 

Three of his wives being dead, viz. 
the negro woman, and the other two 
who had been fervant-maids to his 
matter, fhe who was his mafter’s daugh- 
ter furvived them twelve years. They 
were buried in a place he had fet apart 
for that purpofe, fixing for his own 
interment the middle part, fo that two 
of his wives might lie on one fide of 
him, and two on the other; with his 
chief favourites, one on each fide, next 
to him. 

Arriving to the eightieth year of 
his age, and fixtieth of coming to this 
ifland, he called his people together a 
fecond time; the number of which a« 
mounted to one thoufand, feven hun- 
dred, and eighty nine: And having 
informed them of the manners of Ex- 
rope, and charged them to remember 
the chriftian religion, after the manner 
of thofe who fpake the fame language, 
and to admit of no other, if any fhould 
come and find them out; and praying 
to God to contiue the multiplication of 
them, and fend them the true light of 
his gofpel, he difmiffed them. 

He called this ifland the ifle of Pines, 
and gave the people, defcended from 
him, the name of the Enaglifh Pines, 
diltinguifhing the tribes of the particu- 
Jar defcendants by his wives names, 
viz. the Englifhes the Sparks, the 
Trevors, and the Phils; Philippa be- 
ing the name of the WVegro. 

Being now very old, and his fight 
@ecaying, he gave his habitation and 
furnitnre that was left to his eldeft fon 
after his deceafe ; made him king and 
governor of the relt; and delivered 
to him the hiftory of thefe tranfactions 
written with his own hand, command- 


ing him to keep it; and if any (trangers 
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fhould come thither by any accident to 
let them fee it, and take a copy of it 
alfo if they pleafed, that the name of 
this people might not be loft from off 
the earth. 

It happened that in the year 1667, 
Cornelius Van Sloetten, captain of a 
Dutch thip, called the 4nferdam, was 
driven by foul weather to this ifland ; 
where he found the polterity of Mr 
Pine, {peaking good Engli/h, and a- 
mounting, as it was fuppoled, to ten or 
twelve thoufand perfons. 

The narrative, from which this ac- 
count is taken, was given by Mr Pine’s 
grandfon to the Dutch captain. Prin

SIR, 


Frer the people of England have 
obtained one of the molt cons 
fiderable fafepuards for their liberties, 
properties, and laws, which can be 
granted them ; I mean the late acts for 
reviving the militia of the kingdom, it 
is to be hoped that no indolence in the 
eople, no want of public fpirit, and of 
ove for the ineftimable bleflings they 
at prefent poflefs, will prevent them 
from joining univerfally with heart 
and hand to eltablifh an effectual mili- 


” tia (agreeable to the faid acts) that may 


be fufficient to defend their liberties 
and properties from all invaders. Ie 
is the only fecurity that can for ever 
defend them from all attempts again{t 
them ; every other fecurity is, in its 
own nature, uncertain, and may fome 
time or other fail ; but an ifland fo po- 
vlous as this, muft be for ever fafe, 
were the inhabitants of it in general 
trained to arms, and infpired with a 
martial fpirit. It is fo contrary to 


reafon, to every manly fentiment, and 
and even to felf-intereft and fecurity 
(that univerfal governing principle) 
that it cannot be fuppofed that any 
people, much lefs the people of Exg- 
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land, fhould not, with the greateft ar- 
dour, embrace that, which can molt 
effectually tecure to them all that is va- 
luable, their liberties, properties, and 
Jaws, unlefs they are under fome mi- 
{taken notions ; as, either that thefe 
valuable bleflings want no other fecu- 
rity than they have ; or elfe that the 
fecurity propofed is not of any ac- 
count, or will not anfwer the end pro- 
pofed, 
Thefe two nations feem (in regard 
to themfelves) as if they would prove 
obftacles again{t raifing and keeping up 
an effectual militia, We have imbibed 
another that our fleet will be at all times 
an effectual fecurity againft all :holtile 
invalions. But this is a fecurity, that 
can only for want of confideration, be 
deemed abfolutely-certain ; for many 
circumftances may happen wherein it 
may fail us: An invafion-may be made 
when our fleets may be unmanned, and 
laid up, or when fuch winds blow 
as will render it impoflible to get out 
of port, and yet bring the enemy over 
with a full fail. 0am credibly inform- 
ed, that when there was lately danger 
of an invafton,the commanders of our 
ficers being imerrogated upon it, de- 
clared that they could not anfwer far 
preventing the landing of the enemy, 
as many circumftances might render it 
impoflible to do it, Indeed rhe nature 
of the thing, if confidered, thews that 
we.cannot certainly depend upon our 
fleet for keepmg off an hoftileinvafion. 
The next objeétion is, that a militia 
will fignify nathing 3 that it is a ufe- 
lefs thing, impracticable ta be put in 
execation, and the like. Some fay, 
** This militia fcheme will never do ; 
People will be fick of it ina year or 
two, and then there will be no more 


thonght about it than if it lad never 


been enacted.’ Such difcourfe:as thig 
¥s frequent among many who have ne- 
ver read the militia ads over, mor e 
ver confidered whether the {cheme was 
practicable or not, or even whether it 
ayould be ef fervice or not if put in 
execution. But is this like men, like 
atonal creatures, 40 talk thus at

random, and without the leaft conf, 
deration of the fubje&, on a mat. 
ter that concerns the preferyation 
of every blefling to them? Ought not 
any thing which has the leat tendency 
to preferve the ineftimable bleflings 
which our happy ifland enjoys, be duly 
weighed, and put in execution as far 
as poflible ? Every additional fecurity, 
however flight a ane, ought to be e:- 
gerly grafped at. If not abfolutely ef- 
fectual, {till it is fomething ; and it is 
as foolifh t» rejeét it,.as for a man to 
neglect to bar his door, becaufe the 
bars may be filed afunder.. Thieves 
often get into houfes notwith{tanding 
fuch fecurities. ? 

Were it propafed to lay afide any 
of dur other fecurities for the militia, 
it would require great confideration ; 
but thefe will be al] kept up the fame ; 
fo that the eftablifhment of a militia, 
tho’ it may not immediately have all 
the ftrength that.is to be wifhed for, 
yet will be one additional fence for our 
prefervation, and mult in fome degree 
make us more fecure, and therefore 
Ought not to be neglected, as every 
additional fecurity (however {mall) is 
to be valued. 

But what is there, in the nature of 
things, that fhould hinder it, if attend- 
ed to, from growing up to an effectual 
fecarity for us ? There is {carce, any 
thing but what men may, if they will, 
bring to a very great degree of perfec- 
tion; Weak things are made {trong, 
{mall ones preat, rude ones perfected, 
and ignorance and unfkilfulnefs impro- 
ved ito knowledge and aptnefs, by in- 
dultry, fpirit, and perfeverance. AS 
this feems to be an almoft invariable 
order of things, why fhould it be ima: 
gined that a national militia cannot 
be eftablifhed and even perfected, by 
induftry, {pirit, and perfeverance? The 


improvements of arts and fciences, of 


trades and manufactures, bear witnels 

what mighty things thefe qualities are 

able to produce; and why fhould we 

think that they will alone fail in the 
eltablifhment of a noilitia ? . 

Believe me, countrymen, in exerting 
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thefe qualities, we may with the great- 
eft reafon in the world expeét to fee 
the eftablifhment of an effectual mili- 
tia, fuch a one as may be able to fave 

ou from all attempts made againit 
you. The fmalleft confideration of 
the nature of the thing is fufficient to 
convince ; for what are regular forces 
amongit us, and molt kingdoms of Eu- 
rope, but the very bafeft, and moft ig- 
norant of the people; what magic, 
what perfuafion, what inftruction can 
be given them to make them good fol- 
diers, which may not be . mployed to 
make a militia-man equally as good as 
afoldier? It may be faid that they 
have more frequent exercife ; but may 
not our gentlemen, by proper encou- 
ragements, and infpiring a brave fpirit, 
induce militia-men to perfect them- 
felves, and exercife as frequently as 
our foldiers do in time of peace? It 
is allowed that our regular forces 
fight as well as any foldiers in Eu- 
rope; and yet they are not born fol- 
diers, or brought up to it from their 
infancy, but are labourers, mechanics, 
manufacturers, taken from their refpec- 
tive employments, and in a fhort time 
led to battle againft the regulars of any 
other nation, and even fent upon the 
boldeft enterprizes, In the year 1756 
we faw an entire regiment of fuch, 
which had not been raifed above three 
months, fent (by a commander who is 
allowed not to want military judgment) 
to defend a befieged place from fome of 
the beft troops of France. This, as 
well as many other reafons, are fuf- 
ficient to induce any one who will con- 
fider the matter attentively, to deter- 
mine that a national militia may be 
rendered very ferviceable, and even an 
effectual fecurity,

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was in that part of Frazce: and if he 

had, we hear of many cities he deftroy- 

ed in Gaul, but of none that he built. 

The town ftands in a plain on tne 

north fide of lower Normandy, in the 
diftrict of /2 Hogue, and in the penin- 

fala of the Coutentin, at the bottom of 
a large bay, in the form of a crefcent, 

between the capes of /a Hogue and 

Barfleur, being about nineteen miles 

diftant from the former, and fixteen’ 
from the jatter. It has on the north 

the fea; on the eaft a large plain, above 
three miles long 5 on the fouth a very 
agreeable fpot of fruitful ground, and 
the eminence called the hill of Roule, 
on the top of which is the great foreft 
of Brix and Tourlaville; and on the 
weft another plain about a mile and 2- 
halflong. It lies in 49 deg. 38 min. 
north latitude, Jongitude 16 deg. 38 
min. reckoning from the meridian of 
Ferro. It is thirteen miles diftang 
from Valogne, fifty-one from Coutances, 
fixty four from Grenville by land, as 
bout feventy from the [fe of Wighe 
and Port/mouth, fifty-one from Guerne 
fey, and fifty-feven from Ferfcy, by 
fea, The town is nearly of an gqvaf 
form and has large fuburbs about the 
harbour, and on the fide next the hill 
of Roule. Cherburg formerly was vee 
ry well fortified, and had a fine caftle. 
to defend the mouth of the harbour, 
In the year 1687, Lewis XIV upon the 
reprefentation of Marfhal Vauban ine 


tended to enlarge the town, fortify it 


in the modern way, and add a large 
bafon to the harbour; and in confe- 

uence of this refolution thefe works 
were actually begun, and the new walls 
were carried to a confiderable height 
in the year 1688; but in the follow. 
ing year, the old and new fortificati- 
ons were entirely demolifhed, fo that 
nothing of that kind now remains but 
two towers, which were a part of the 
old fortifications, one of which is con- 
verted into a magazine for gun-pows 
der. 
It is pretended that the town, and 
more particolarly the caftle, was very 
anticnat, and that when the latter - 
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demolifhed, there were found in the 
ruins feveral gold medals of great an- 
tiquity, at leaft much older than the 
ayt of {culpture in Gaul, with a face on 
one fide, and a horfe on the other, but 
both very ill executed. There were 
alfo found feveral medals of Fulius 
Czfar, Nero, Nerva, and other Roman 
emperors; and under fome rocks of 
the hill of Rou/e a great many with this 
Greet inicription, Nixopsss Eandne 
Baosasvs, Nicomedes king of Epsrus. 
Iris alfo faid that Cherdou'g was a 
confiderable place, and well peopled in 
the tenth century ; and that it had a 
public hofpital, to which, as well as to 
the hofpitals of Rouen, Caen, and Ba- 
yeux, William duke of Normandy, fire 
named the conqueror, added provifion 
for a good many poor, that he might 
ebtain a difpenfation to marry his 
firft confin Mathilda, daughter to the 
earl of Flanders ; and in proof of this 
donation they produce the teftimonies 
of fevera] old hiltorians, and other ar- 
guments from facts, ) 

Before the fortifications were dema- 
lithed, the town had but one entrance, 
and three gates one within another, 
and each of thefe gates had a draw- 
bridge; but no traces of thefe are now 
left. The f{ireets.are narrow, and ill- 
paved ; the houfes are built of ftone, 
and covered with a coarfe kind of 
flate which that country produces; 
they are however neat and well-built, 
though not regular. The town and 
fuburbs contain about 3200 families, 
or 6000 inhabitants. 

The militia of Cherbourg confilts of 
four companies of the citzens, comy 
manded by a major, an aid-major, four 
captains, four lieutenants, and four 
enfigns or fecond lieyenants. Some 
out of thefe companies mount guard 
daily. Intime of war they have 3 
¢onitant guard in fort Gallet, which 
confifts of a fourth part of the citizens ; 
and fometimes one half; and more 
fill when an enemy is near, becaufe 
generally the fleets thelter themfelves 
pander this fort till they have tide 
eqpugh to carry them into the harbour, 


There are five forts built along the 
bay of Cherbourg, viz the redoubt of 
Tourlaville, fort Longlet, fort Gallet, 
Eguerdreyille, and fort Crerfeuil ; to 
defend the road and the mouth of the 
harbour in time of war, againtt the 
Englifh and the privateers of Ferfey 
and Guernfey, who are always cruizing 
before Cherbourg. The redoubt of 
Tourlaville is fituated on the fouth-eaft 
of the town; the reft lie toward the 
welt and north-weft, The molt cone 
fiderable of them is fort Gallet; the 
moft remote from the city is Cherfeuil, 
The ifle of /elée lies to the north- 
ealt of Cherbourg, and extends in 
length from N. W. to S. E. 400 toifes 
or fathoms, and in breath from E. N, 
E. to W,S. W. 300. This ifland fe- 
cures the harbour from the north eaft 
winds, but is itfelf overflowed in time 
of high-water, 

The harbour lies on the eaft and 
fouth of the town, and the entrance to 
it fouth and north: the water rifes in 
it at high tide 13 or 14 feet, but at 
low water nothing remains in it but 
the water of the river. Some timeago 
the Cherbourgers built two jetties of 
dry ftone, which they lengthen a little 
every year, They have alfo begun of 
late to heighten a part of the jetty to- 
wards the weft, but ftill it is covered 
with water in time of tide, by which 
means many fhips run again{t it; 
which was the cafe of two vefléls in 
the year 1731, one of which was ¢a- 
tirely loft.

Major General Aimherfi, with an ace 
count, That on the 26th of Fuly, M. 
Je Chevalier Drucour, governor 0 
Louisbourg, furrendered that place by 


capitulation, on the following artis 
Ate 
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Articles of Capitulation between their 
xcellencies Admiral Bofcawen and 
lajor Generai Ambhertt; and his Ex- 
éeliency the Chevalier Drucour, Gover- 
nor of the Ifland of Cape Breton, of 

Louifbourp, the [land of St. John, 

and their Appurtenances. 

I. The garrifon of Leuisbourg thall be 
prifoners of war, and fhall be carried 
to England in the fhups of his Bré- 
tannick majelty. 

II. All the artillery, ammunition, pro- 
vifions, as well as the arms of any 
kind whatfoever, which are at pre- 
fent in the town of Louisbourg, the 
iflands of Cape Breton and St. John, 
and their appurtenances, fhall be de- 
livered, without the leaft damage, to 
fuch commiffaries as fhall be ap- 
pointed to receive them, for the ufe 
of his Britannick majetty. 

III. The governor fhall give his or- 
ders that the troops which are in the 
ifland of St. Fobz, and its appurte- 
nances, fhall go on board fuch fhip 
of war, as the admiral fhall fend to 
receive them. 

IV. The gate, called Porte Dauphine, 
fhall be given up to the troops of 
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his Britannick majelty, to-morrow, 
at eight o’clock in the morning, and 
the garrifon, including all thofe that 
carried arms, drawn up at noon, on 
the E/planade, whete they thall lay 
down their arms, colours, imple- 
ments, and ornaments of war. And 
the garrifon fhall go on board, ia 
order to be carried to England ina 
convenient time. 

V. The fame care fhall be taken of 
the fick and wounded that are in the 
hofpitals, as of thofe belonging to 
his Britannick majelty. 

VI. The merchants and their clerks, 
that have not carried arms, fhall be 
fent to France, in fuch manner as 
the admiral fhall think proper.

rable Mr Secretary Pitt, dated June 
11 and 23, and Fuly 6, 23 and 27. 


N the 28th of Jay I had the 
good fortune to meet Admiral 
Bofcawen with the fleet and the troops 


coming ont of the harbour of Halifax. | 


Lieutenant-General Bragg's regiment, 
from the bay of Fuady, joined the fleet 
this day. 

The 2oth we had fine weather ; the 
fhips kept well together; the whole 
confifted af 157 fail, The Dudlix 
went very fickly into Halifax. 

The 3oth the wind biew hard in 
the afternoon; the fhips were greatly 
difperfed. 

The 31f€ the wind fometimes con- 
trary, obliged us to tack, and it blew 
frefh. 

The if of Fume, Capt. Rous, in the 
Sutherland, came from off the harbour 
of Louisboung, faid, two fhips had got 
in the 30th ; that there were 13 fail in 
the harbour. We faw the entrance of

inthe harbour, The fleet with about 
4 third of the troops, anchored in Ga- 
barus bay; and this evening, with 
brigadier generals, Lawrence and Wolf, 
I reconnoitred the fhore as near as we 
could, and made a difpofition for the 
landing in three places the next morn- 
ing, in cafe the troops arrived. 

The enemy had a chain of pofts 
from Cape Noir, to the Flat Point, 
and irregulars from thence to the bot- 
tom of the bay; fome works thrown 
up at the places which appeared practi- 
cable to Jand at, and fome batteries. 

On the 3d, moft of the tranfports 
came in this mofning, all was prepared 
for landing ; but the furf on fhore was 
fo great, it was impoflible to land. 
This day Brigadier General Whitmore 
arrived from Halifax, at which place I 
have Icft Colonel (Monckton to com- 
mand. As one bay was.found to have 
Jefs {urf than the others, a difpofition 
was ntade to land the next morning in 
One place inftead of three. 

The 4th the wind and furf were fo 
very high, that Admiral Bofcawen told 
me it was impracticable to land. 

The sth a great fwell and fog in the 
morning, and the admiral declared it 
eer to land. 

he 6th an appearance of change of 
weather, in the morning early : I was 
tefolved to feize the fil opportunity ; 
the fignal was made to prepare to land 
between five and fix o’clock, and at 
eight all the men were in -the-boats : 
The fog came on again, and the fwell 
increafed during the time the men were 
getting into the boats, and the admi- 
ral again declared it impraéticable to 
land. I ordered the troops on board 
their refpective fhips, firft acquainting 
them with the reafon for fo doing. 

The 7th, the weather bad in the 
morning ; in the afternoon the fwell 
rather decreafed, and gave us great 
hopes of landing at day-break the next 
morning, for which orders were given ; 
and Bragg’s regiment, who were ina 
number of floops, to fail under convoy, 
by the mouth of the harbour, to Lo- 
rembec; fendingat the fame time a pro- 
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portion of artillery deftined for the 
Light-houfe point, with orders to make 
all the fhow they could of landing, but 
not to land till further orders, intend- 
ing to draw the enemy’s attention on 
that fide. 

From the 2d to this time, the enes 
my has been reinforcing their pofts, 
adding to their works, cannonading 
and throwing fhells at the fhips, and 
making all the preparations they can 
to oppofe our landing. Seven tranf- 
ports were now mifling with troops on 
board, three of which came in at night. 
The admiral gave all] neceflary orders 
for the frigates to cover our handing. 

On the 8th the troops were affem- 
bled in the boats before break of day, 
in three divifions; and commodore 
Durell having viewed the coalt, by or- 
der of the admiral, and piven me his 
Opinion the troops might land, without 
danger from the furf, in the bay on 
our left, the Kennington and Halifax 
fnow began to fire on the left, follow- 
ed by the Grammont, Diana, and Shan~« 
non frigates in the center, and the Sz- 
therland and Squirrel upon the right. 
When the fire had continued about a 
quarter of an hour, the boats upon the 
left rowed into the fhore, under the 
command of Brigadier General /Vo/fe, 
whofe detachment was compofed of 
the four eldeft companies of grena- 
diers, followed by the light infantry, 
(a corps of 550 men, chofen as markf{- 


_men from the different regiments, ferve 


as irregulars, and are commanded by 
Major Scott, who was major of bri- 
gade) and the companies of rangers, 
{upported by the High/and regiment, 
and thole by the eight remaining com- 
panies of grenadiers. 

The divifion on the right, under 
the command of Brigadier-General 
Whitmore, confilted of the Roya’, La/- 
celles, Monckton, Forbes, Anfiruther, 
and /Veb4, and rowed to our right by 
the JVbite-Point, as if intending to 
force a landing there. 

The center divificn, under the com- 
‘mand of Brigadier-General Lawrence 


‘was formed of Ambherh’s Hopfon’s, Or- 
I 3 away’ 
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way’s,Whitmore’s,Lawrence’s, | V. arbur- 
ton’s, and made at the fame time, a 
fhow of landing at the frefh water cove. 
This drew the enemy’s attention to e- 
very part, and prevented their troops, 
polted along the coaft, from joining 
thofe on their right. 

Thé enemy aéted very wilely, did 
not throw away a fhot, till the boats 
were near in fhore, and then direéted 
the whole fire of their cannon and 
mufketry opon them. The furf was 
fo great, thata place could hardly be 
found to get a boat on fhore. Not- 
withftanding the fire of the enemy, 
and the violence of the furf, Brigadier 
Wolfe purfaed his point and landed 
juft at the left of the cove, took poft, 
attacked the enemy, and forced them 
to retreat. Many boats overfet, feve- 
ral broke to pieces, and all the men 
jumped into the water to get on fhore. 

So foon as the left divifion was land- 
ed, the firft detachments of the center 
rowed ata proper time to the left, and 
followed ; then the remainder of the 
center divifion, as faft as the boats 
could fetch them from the fhips; and 
the right divifion followed the center 
in like manner. 7 

It took up a great deal of time to 
Jand the troops; the enemy’s retreat, 
‘or rather flight, was through the 
-roughelt and worft ground I ever faw ; 
and the purfuit ended with a cannona- 
ding from the town, which was fo far 
‘of ufe, that it pointed out how near I 
could incamp to inveft it: On which 
the regiments marched to their ground, 
and Jay on their arms. The wind en- 

creafed, and we could not get any 
thing on fhore. 

The lofs of his majelty’s troops at 
‘landing is, Capt. Basllie and Lieut. 
Cuthbert, of the Highland regiment; 
Licut. Nichol/on, of mine, four ferge- 
ants, one corporal, and 38 men killed, 
21 were of my regiment, (the grena- 
diers) of which eight were fhot, and 
the reit drowned in trying to get on 
fhore. 

Five lientenants, two fergeants, one 
corporal, and 51 men wounded; and 
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of the five companies of rangers, one 
enfign and three private men killed, 
one wounded, and one miffing. 

On the enemy’s fide, two captains 
of grenadiers, and two lieutenants, are 
prifoners; one officer killed, and an 
Indian chief: feveral men likewife kil- 
led ; and, I imagine, about 70 men ta- 
ken prifoners: They were fent on 
board as falt as poffible. By fome of 
the prifoners I had intelligence, that 
M. St Fulien, colonel, commanded in 
the cove: That there were five bat- 
talions in the town, namely, Bourgogne, 


Artois, Royal, Marine, Cambife, and - 


Volontaires Etrangers, with about 700 
Canadians. The three firft regiments 
wintered in Louisbourg ; Voluntasres 
Etrangers, came here not long fince 
with part of the fleet, and Cambife the 
night before we landed. We took 
from the enemy three 24 pounders, fe- 
ven nine-pounders, and feven fix- 
pounders, two mortars, and 14. {wi- 
veles ; all which were placed along the 
fhore to prevent our Janding ; with a- 
munition tools, and {tores of all kinds. 

The 9th Lieutenant General Bragg’s 
regiment returned in their floop from 
Lorembec. The weather jcontinued 
extremely bad ; the furf fo great, that 
we could pet only fome of our tents 
on fhore in the afternoon. 

The roth the furf ftill continued, 
and it was with great difficulty that we 
got any thing on fhore. 

The r1th the weather grew clear 
and better, and the light fix-pounders, 
which I had ordered on fhore immedi- 
ately after the landing of the troops, 
were now only landed, and fome artil- 
lery {tores with them. 

On the 12th, from intelligence I 
had received, that the enemy had de- 
firoyed the grand battery, and called in 
their out-polts, I detached Brigadier 
Wolfe with 1200 men, four companies 
of grenadiers, three companies of ran- 
gers, and fome light infantry, round 
the N. E. harbour to the light-houfe 
point, with an intention to filence the 
ifland battery, and at the fame time, to 


attempt to deltroy the fhips in the har- 
bour; 
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bour ; fending at the fame time by fea, 
the proportion of artillery, tools, dc. 
that had been ordered for this fer- 
vice. 

I received, this day, a report from 
Brigadier Volfe, that he had taken pof- 
feflion of the light-houfe point, and 
all the pofts on that fide the har- 
bour, which the enemy had abandon- 
ed, leaving feveral cannon, which were 
rendered ufelefs, tools, @c. and a great 
quantity of fifth at Lorembec. The 
weather continued extremely bad ; but 
we got fome tools on fhore this night, 
fo that, on the 13th, we began to make 
a communication from right to left in 
front of the camp; and I ordered 
three redoubts on the moft advantage- 
ous ground in the front. A party of 
the enemy came out this day towards 
our camp, but were foon beat back by 
the light infantry, before two picquets 
could well get up to their afliftance, 
We worked at three redoubts in front 
all night. 

The 14th the enemy cannonaded us 
a great partoftheday. The furf {till 
continued fo great, that it was with the 
greatelt difficulty we could land any 
thing. The fleet under the command 
of Sir Charles Hardy, which appeared 
yefterday for the firft time, was in the 
night dlown of to fea. 

The 15th I fent four more mortars 
in a floop to the light-houfe, but we 
could not get no artillery landed on 
this fhore. At night two deferters 
from the Volontaires Etrangers came 
in; faid they had five killed and 4o 
wounded in the fkirmifh on the 13th. 

The 16th, the firft fine weather, we 
landed 12 days provifion, and got mee 
ny things on fhore, but could not yet 


land any artillery. 
The 17th I got Col. Baftide on 


horfeb.ck, and with Col. Williamfon 
and Major M’Kellar, we reconnoitred 
the whole ground as far as we could ; 
and Col. Baffide was determined in his 
Opinion of making approaches by the 

reen hill, and confining the deftruc- 
tion of the fhips in the harbour, to the 
light-houfe point, and the batteries OQ

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that fide, I added two eight inch 
mortars and three royals to the light- 
houle batteries, | 

The 18th we had fine weather. Some 
Indians took three of the tranfports 
men at the bottom of Gadarus bay, 
who Janded there contrary to orders. 
The road for the artillery was pufhed 
on as faft as poflible. We pot three 
24 pounders on fhore, though the fur 
was preat the beginning of the day. 

The 19th the batteries of the light- 
houfe were intended to have been o- 
pened this night, but could not be got 
ready fo foon. L’Echo,a French fri- 
gate of 32 guns, was brou,ht in to- 
day; had got out of the harbour the 
13th at night, and was bound to Que 
bec: By her we have intelligence, that 
the Bizane got out the day we landed, 
and the Comete fince our arrival off 
the harbour. 

On the 20th the ifland battery and 
fhips fired at the batteries on the fhore, 
who began their fire this laft night, 
The enemy burnt an old fhip at the 
bottom of the harbour. 

The 21ft very bad weather, and the 
furfhigh. The enemy difcovered us 
making the road for the artillery, and 
cannonaded us; threw fome fhot inta 
the left of the camp, but did not oblige 


me to decamp any part. An advanced 
redoute towards Green-hill was thrown 


“up this night. « 


The 22d the bad weather continued 
we were employed on the roads, and 
getting up a block-houfe on the left, 
by the Miray road, to fecure the coms 
munication to the N. E. harbour and 
light-houfe, and to hinder any parties 
from going into the town. 

The 23d the admiral affured me 
there were above a hundred boats loft 
in landing the troops and proviftons. 
This day fine weather; and we now 
haveon fhore twelve 24 pounders, and 
fix 12 pounders, Theenemy fired a 
great deal from their thipping and i- 
fland battery, and they threw fome 
fhot into the left of the camp, Coloe 
nel Mefervey, and mott of his carpen- 


sexs taken ill of the {mall-pox, which

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is a very great lofs to the army. Gabi- 
ons and tafcines are landed, and carri- 
ed forward as faft as poflible, to make 
an «paulment to Green-bill.

On the 24th the enemy fired on the 
light-houfe batteries from the town 
and thipping, and on our advanced re- 
doute, which was finifhed, they fired 
from the town. Colonel Baffide re- 
mained fixed in his opinion of advan- 
cing by Green-hill, We had this day 
in the park of artillery thirteen 24 

ounders, and feven 12 pounders. 

The 25th the cannonading continu- 
ed night and day: in the evening the 
ifland battery was filenced; their own 

re had helped to break down part of 

heir works: fafcines and gabions were 
forwarded to Green-hiil as fa{t as pof- 
ible, All the men employed at work, 
and in making the neceflary communica- 
tions. The enemy fired a good deal at 
our advanced redoute. 

The 26th a fmall alarm on the left 
of a party that had advanced from the 
town; had got up to the block-houfe, 
which was not quite finifhed. They 
had with them a barrel of pitch, to fet 
iton fire: the guard on it was not fuf- 
ficient to oppofe a large party; but a 
detachment was fent out fo quick, that 
they were forced to retreat without 
effecting their defign, though two of 
the men had been in the block-honle, 
and they were drove back into the 
town very falt. Three hundred pio- 
neers ordered ta Green-hil/. Admiral 
' Bofcawen landed 200 marines, and 
took the polt at Aennington-cove, which 
is agreat eafe to the army. JI defired 
of theadmiral four 32 pounders and 
two 24 pounders to leave at the light- 
houfe, to keep the ifland battery in 
ruin, that with a proper number in- 
trenched there, Brigadier Wolfe, with 
his detachment, might be able to come 
round the harbour, bringing bis arti!- 
rf Pecan and to try to deliroy 

Be PPR and to advance towards 
the weit gate, 


The 27th one brafs 24 pounder was 
loft in 12 fathom water, by flipping off 
the catamaran, as they were coming 
from the fhip to Jandit. The cannon 
I afked of the admiral were landed this 
night at the light-hoofe, . 

The 28th a great many popping 
fhots and cannonading. As the poft 
at Green-hill was covered, we began 
the road over the bog, and. throwing 
up anepaulement. Colonel Aefer- 
vey and his fon both died this day; 
and of his company of carpenters of 
108 men, all but 16 in the fmall-pox, 
who are nurfes to the fick. This is 
particularly unlucky at this time. 

The 29th cannonading continued; 
the frigate fired conftantly at the epau- 
lement ; we purfued working at the 
road, which coft a great deal of labour: 
at night the enemy funk four fhips in 
the harbour’s mouth; Apollo, a two- 
deck’d one, /e Fidelle of 36 guns, /2 
Chevre, and Ja Biche, of 16 guns each, 
and they cut off moft of their matts, 
Remain in the harbour five of the liné 
of battle, and a frigate of 36 guns. 

The 3oth at night fome fire at Ker- 
nington-cove: The marines thought 
they {aw Jndjans : The frigate fired all 
night at the epaulemeut, as the men 
worked in the night-time. 

The ift of Fuly the enemy creeped 
out in the morning to get fome old pa- 
lifadesand wood. Brigadier Wo/fe and 
Major Scott’s light infantry pufhed 
them in with a very brifk fire; and 
the brigadier took pofts on the hills, 
from whence it was intended to try to 
demolith the thipping; we marched 
forward on the right ; forced the ene- 
ny back to Cape Noir with a {mart 

re. 

The 2d the epaulement and road 
went on heavily, from the extreme 
badnefs of the ground: The enemy 
coutinued their cannonading, and 
threw fome fhelis: we {kirmifhed all 
day with parties out of the town. 

The 3d a cannonading from the

650 yards from the cover’d way, with 
gn intention of erecting a battery to 
deftroy the defences of the place, it 
being pretty well on the one of the 
citadel baftion ; and the falling of the 
ground from this place, towards the 
works, would hinder difcovering as 
much of the works as would be neceflary 
todo them any confiderable damage. In 
the evening the fea officers thought 
fome of the fhips would try to get out 
of the harbour. The batteries on the 
left immediately played on them, but 
it grew fo dark that that they could 
not continue. 

The 4th a great fog; when there 
were glares of light, the cannonading 
began ; 500 men kept continually ma- 
king fafcines. 

The sth very bad weather; the e- 

aulement was haftened on as much as 
poflible, it fwallowed up an immenfe 
number of fafcines, coft fome men, as 
the frigate cannonaded on it without 
ceafing. 

The 6th a floop failed ont of the 
harbour with a flag of truce to Sir 
Chorles Hardy, to carry fome things 
to their wounded officers and pri- 
foners. 

The many difficulties of landing e- 
very thing in almoft a continual furf, 
the making of roads, draining and paf- 
fing ot bogs, and putting ourfelves un- 
der cover, render our approach to the 
place much longer than I could wifh, 

On the 7th we had very foggy wea- 
ther ; cannonading continued all day, 
and a good deal Tinea fhots from 
the advanced pofts. 

The 8th I intended an attack on 
fome advanced polts at Cupe Voir, but 
it did not take place. Col. Ba/flide 
got a contufion by a mufket ball on his 
boot, which laid him up in the gout, 

The 9th inthe night, the enemy 
made a fortie where Brigadier Law- 
rence commanded; they came from 
Cape Noir, and tho’ drunk, I am afraid 
rather furprifed a company of grena- 
diers of Forbes’s, commanded by lord 
Dundonald, who were pofted in a 
fleecke on the right. Mejor Murray, 
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who commanded three companies of 
grenadiers, immediately detached one, 
and drove tke enemy back very eafily. 
WVbitmore’s and Bragg’s grenadicrs be- 
haved very well on this occafion. 
Lord Dundonald was killed, Lieutenant 
Tew wounded and taken prifoner, 
Captain Lontein of the engineers, ta- 
ken prifoner: 1 corporal, 3 men kil- 
led, 1 fergeant, 11 men mifling; 17 
men wounded: The fortie was of five 
picquets, fupported by 600 men; 2 
captain, Chevalier de Chauvelin, was 
killed, a lieutenant wounded and taken 
prifoner, 17 men killed, 4 wounded 
and brought off prifoners, befides what 
wounded they carried into the town, 
one of which, a captain, died immedi- 
ately. The enemy fent out a flag of 
truce to bury their dead, which when 
over, the cannonading began again. 
The frigate was fo hurt, fhe hauled 
clofe to the town; the fhips fired 
much againf{t Brigadier/Vo/fe’s batteries. 

The 1oth the road at the epaule- 
ment wenton a little better; the ene- 
mey fired a great deal, and threw many 
fhells. 

The 11th a waggoner was taken off 
by fome IJndians between the blocky 
houfe and the left of the north-eaf 
harbaur, 

The 12th it rained very hard all 
night ; not a man in detachment could 
have adry thread on; we made an 
advanced work to Green-hill; at 


~ night the waggoner who had been ta- 


ken luckily made his efcape, faid th 
were 250 Canadians. The citadel ba- 
{tion fired very {martly. 

The 13th the enemy threw a great 
many fhells; we perfected our works 
as fait as we could ; bad rainy weather ; 
the enemy was at work at Cape Noir, 
to hinder us taking poffeffion near that 
point, which is of no confequence; 
fome deferters came in, faid a floop 
from Miray got in three days ago. 

The 14th the batteries were traced 
out laft night with an intention te place 
twenty 24 pounders, divided in four 
different batteries, to deftroy the de- 
fences, and a battery of {even mortars, 

With 
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with fome 12 pounders to ricochet the 
works of the town. 

The 1gth the cannonading and fi- 
sing continued; the enemy tried to 
throw fome fhells into camp, fuppofed 
to be intended againft our powder ma- 
gazine: At tenatnightthe light-houfe 
battery fired fome rockets asa fignal of 
fhips failing out of the harbour; Sir 
Charles Hardy’s fleet got under fail 
and went to fea. Before day-break, 
Capt. Sutherland polted at the end of 
the north-ealt harbour, was attacked, 
and there was a great deal of firing ; 
the grenadiers of brigadier Wolfe's 
corps marched to fultain him, and all 
the light infantry; it was over before 
they could pet up, and bya delerter 
from the enemy, they were only 100 
men came from Miray, where they 
left Monf, de Boisbere, who had, on 
the other fide of the water 300 men 
with boats to pafs. Major Scott with 
the light infantry, purfued, but could 
not get up with them, I encamped a 
corps forward. 

The 16th, towards night, Brigadier 
Wolfe pufhed on a corps and took pof- 
fefion of the hills in the front of Bar- 
rafy ; where we made a lodgment ; 
the enemy. fired very. brifkly from the 
town and fhipping. 

The 17th a great fire continued from 
the town and fhipping; we refolved 
to extend the parallel from the right 
to the left. The fleet returned. 

The 18th, all lalt night the enemy 
fired muixetry from the covert-way, 
and tried to throw fhelis into the 
gamp. | 

‘the 19th I relieved the trenches by 
battalions, the 14 battalions forming 
3 brigades; a {mart fire from the -co- 
vert-wiy3; the batteries on the left 
fired again{t the battion Daupéine with 
great fuccefs. 

The 21{t one of the thipsin the har- 
bour had fome powder blown up in 
her, mace a great explofion. and fet 
the fhip on fire, which foon caught the 
fails of two more ; they burned very 
fait, snd we kept firing on them the 
whole time, to try to hinder the boats 
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and people from the town to get to 
their afliftance; the E ntreprenant, Cas 
pricieux, and Superb were the three 
burning fhips; the Prudent and Bien. 
faifant remained, 

The 22d two batteries on the right 
opened with thirteen 24 pounders, and 
another of feven mortars, and fired 
with great fuccefs ; the enemy fired 
very wel} from the town for fome time, 
and threw their fhells into our works, 
Our fhells put the citadel into flames, 
I ordered Colonel William/fon to con- 
fine his fire as much as he could to the 
defences of the place, that we might 
not deftroy the houfes. A lieutenant 
of the Royal Americans going his 
rounds on an advanced poft, loft his 
way, and was taken prifoner near Cape- 
Voir. <A battery was begun on the 
left for four 24 pounders, 

The 23d the cohorns were ufed at 
night, and the French mortars fent to 
throw ftones from the trenches. The 
enemy fired all forts of old iron, and 
any ftuff they could pick up. Colo- 
nel Baffide was out to day for the firft 
time fince he received the contufior. 
Our batteries fired with great fuccefs. 
This night the fhells fet fire to the 
barracks, and they burnt with great 
violence, 

On the 24th the fire was very brifk, 
on our fide, and the enemy’s decreafed. 
The admiral gave me 400 feamen to 
help to work at the batteries, &c. and 
200 miners added toa corps of 100 
already eftablifhed, that we might make 
quick work of it,. and they were im- 
mediately imployed. The 4 gun bat- 
tery opened, and another of 5 erecting, 
One of the men of war in the harbour, 
the Bienfaifant, fired at our trenches 
at high water, and the citadel and ba- 
ftion Dauphine fired apainft the 4 gun 
battery; but our men firing {mall arms 
into the embrazures, beat the enemy 
off their guns. , 

The 25th the batteries fired with 
great fuccefs. The admiral fent me 
word, he intended to fend in boats with 
6co men, to take or deftroy the Pru- 
aeitand the Bienfaifaxt in the — 
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ordered all the batteries at night to 
fre into the works as much as poflible, 
to heep the enemy’s attention to the 
land. The minersand workmen went 
on very well with their approaches to 
the covered way, tho’ they had a con- 
tinued and very {mart fire from it, and 
grape fhot, and all forts of old iron 
from the guns of the ramparts. We 
continued our fire without ceafing, and 
a ricochet : The boats got to the fhips 
dt one in the mornig, and took them 
both. They were obliged to burn the 
Prudent, as fhe was a-ground: and 
they towed off the Béenfaifant to the 
N. E. harbour. 

The 26th the admiral came on fhore, 

and told me he propofed fending fix 
fhips into the harbour the next day. 
Juft at this time I received a letter 
from thé governor, offering to capitu- 
late, and the articles (which were print- 
ed in the extraordinary gazette) were 
agreed upon. The troops remained in 
the trenches this night as ufual. 
_ The 27th three companies of gre- 
nadiers, under the command of Major 
Farguhar, took poffeflion of the weft 
gate; and I fent in Brigadier General 
Whitmore to fee the garrifon lay down 
their arms, and poft the neceffary 
guards in the town, on the ftores, ma- 
gazines, Gc. And I had the arms 
brought out of town, and 11 colours, 
which I fend you under the care of 
Capt. William Ambherf?. As I have 
given in orders, that I defired every 
commanding officer of a corps would ac- 
quaint the officers and men that I was 
greatly pleafed withthe brave and pood 
behaviour of the troops, which has, 
and always muftinfure fuccefs; Iam to 
acquaint you, Sir, that I took the li- 
berty to add to it, that I would report 
it to the king.

T cobs not trouble you with a par- 
ticular detail of the landing and 
fiege, but cannot help mentioning a 
particular gallant action in the night 
between the 25th and 26th init. The 
boats of the fquadron were in two di- 
vifions, detached under the command 
of Captains Laforey and Balfour, to 
endeavour either to take or burn the 
Prudent of 74 guns, and Bienfaifant 
of 64, the only remaining fhips in the 
harbour; in which they fucceeded fo 
well, as to burn the former, fhe being 
a-ground, and take the latter, and tow 
her into the N. E. harbour, notwith- 
ftanding they were expofed to the fire 
of the cannon and mufquetry of the 
ifland battery, Point Rochfort, and the 
town, being favoured with a dark night. 
Our lofs was inconfiderable, 7 men 
killed, and 9 wounded. 

I have given the command of the 
Bienfaifant to Capt. Balfour, and the 
Echo, a frigate, to Capt. Laforey; Mr 
Affeck and Mr Bickerton, lieutenants 
who boarded the Bienfarfant fucceed 
thofe gentlemen in the #txa fire-fhip 
and Hunter floop. 

- I have only farther to affure his ma- 
jelty, that all his troops and officers, 
both fea and land, have fupported the 
fatigue of this fiege, with great firm- 


-nefs and alacrity.

on the Oder, and Meferitz is firuated

Franckfort, where Count Dohna crof- 
fed the river with his army to fight the 
Ruffians, is 55 miles E. of Berlin, 

Fom Anclam, in Pruflian Pomerania, 
where the Swedifh army had their head 
quarters, the diftance is 50 miles to 
Stettin, which Jies S.E. of the former, 
and 100 miles N.E. of Berlin. At Stet- 
tin there is a fmallarmyof obfervation, 
which will either be thrown into the 
town, or entrenched under the cannon 
of it, in cafe the Swedes advance to 
befiege it. 

From the borders of the county of 
Glatz, in which neighboerhood the 
Jaft accounts left the king of. Pruffia’s 
and martial Daun’s armics, we reckon 
150 miles to Drefden, the crpital of 
Saxony, which lies almoft W. of that 
couutry: Berlin is fituated 100 miles , 
North of Drefden, and 200 N,W, af 
Glatz. 

As to the fituation of the troops 
under prince Henry of Proflia and the 
pofition of the combined army of the 
empire, there is no clear account in 
the Dutch mails that arrived laft Sa- 
turday; but it feems the former were 
gathering about the neighbourhood of 
Drefden, and the latter might be with- 
in 20 Or at molt 30 miles of that city. 

From this view of the fituation of 
the feveral armies, it appears, that if 
Gen, Fermer beats Count Dobna, and 
gains a decifive victory, the Ruflians 
may eafily be at Berlin in eight or ten 
days, the diltance not exceeding 100 
miles. If Count Dohna pives them a 
decifive blow, fuch a victory may, in: 
its confequences, be equal to the bat 
tle of Rofbach.

We are advifed from Wig- 
ton, that Lift week there was fuch 2 fail 
of rain there as has not been known in 
the memory of the oldeft man living. 
It fwelled the rivulets to fuch a degree 
in that town and neighbourhood, that 
five bridges within two miles of the 
town were {wept away by the flood ; 
and has done confiderable dam-ge to 
the hay and growing corn, by over- 
flowing all the adjacent grounds.
